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Constitution  And  By-Laws 

Article  I  -  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 
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Article  n  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to 
promote  Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian 
Fellowship  as  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N,  C.  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  ni  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  the  Thursday  and  Friday 
after  the  third  Sunday  in  October.  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes 
in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called  sessions  of  the  Association  is 
given  to  the  Executive- Promotional  Comm. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  A  -  Composition  and  Number  of  Messengers 

The  association  shall  be  composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the 
churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be 
known  as  THE  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  which  shall  have  no 
coercive  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon 
their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself 
the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven 
to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a 
period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the 
purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three 
messengers,  and  one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first  fifty  members . 

Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches, 
the  Supt.  of  Missions  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session 
as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their 
office  shall  be  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

Section  B  -  Reception  of  Churches 

The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and 
may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at 
its  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon 
the  reconwnendation  of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches, 
provided  such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving  such  church 
or  churches   shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
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association   except  that  of  voting.  They  may  then  be  voted  in  by  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

Section  C  -  Church  Letters 

Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send  a  letter  of 
information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such 
statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to 
the  clerk  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 

Any  church  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Assoc- 
iational meeting  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the 
clerk  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the  association.  The 
Association's  Mission  Committee  will  seek  to  make  the  church  fully 
aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Section  D  -  Financial  Support  of  the  Associational  Work 

The  member  churches  of  the  association  shall  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  association  financially.  Each  church  shall  send  with 
its  letter,  and,  or  during  the  associational  year,  as  it  sees  fit,  contri- 
butions for  the  expenses  of  the  association.  Out  of  these  funds,  the 
association  shall  supply  the  churches  with  printed  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  annual  fall  session,  the  clerk  shall  be  given  com- 
pensation for  his  services  (the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee)  and  expenses  and/or  salaries  of  the  Assoc- 
iational Missions  Program  shall  be  paid. 

The  church  that  fails  to  make  a  contribution  for  one  year  will  be 
placed  on  the  probation  period  for  twelve  months.  Should  no  financial 
response  be  made  by  the  end  of  the  probation  period  that  church  will 
cease  to  be  listed  as  a  member  of  the  association.  The  Association's 
Missions  Comm.  will  seek  to  make  the  church  aware  of  this  impending 
action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees, 
Auditor,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  Music  Director. 

2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  and  Music  Director  shall  be  nominated 
by  their  respective  organizations  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive- 
Promotional  Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's 
Comm.  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  assoc- 
iation's Nominating  Committee  present  all  of  these  officers  for  approval 
on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session. 
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3.  On  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  the  nominating  Com- 
mittee will  nominate  one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity 
will  be  given  for  nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be 
completed  on  the  first  day. 

Committees  -  Section  B 

1.  Executive- Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have 
an  executive  promotional  comm.  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
association  ad  interim,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Association  vested 
in  such  committee.  The  executive  promotional  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association  and  the  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association  and  one  lay  member  from  each 
church  and  the  church  treasurer,  which  members  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  executive  promotional  committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  provided  a  written  notice  is  sent  to  every  member  of  the 
Committee  10  days  prior  to  the  date  when  such  meeting  occurs.  The 
executive  promotional  committee  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  more 
frequently  at  the  call  of  the  association.  It  shall  submit  to  the  annual 
fall  session,  through  the  Budget  and  Finance  Comm.,  a  financial  budget 
for  the  operation  of  the  work  of  the  association  for  the  basis  of  the 
work  during  the  year. 

2.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
Southern  Baptist  denominational  program  of  missions;  foreign,  home, 
state  and  associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of 
employing  or  discharging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker 
for  the  association,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive- 
Promotional  Committee. 

B.  Functions 

C.  Membership  -  The  missions  Comm.  shall  consist  of  eight 
members.  The  Nominating  Comm.  shall  nominate  three 
members  to  serve  three  years,  one  member  to  rotate  off 
each  year.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Treasurer,  Di- 
rector of  Baptist  Men,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director, 
shall  be  members  of  this  Conmiittee.  A  quorum  for  each 
meeting  shall  be  five.  The  Conrmi.  shall  organize  itself  at 
its  first  meeting  after  election. 

D.  Duties  -  The  duty  of  this  Comm.  is  to  work  with  the 
Assoc.  Missionary  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program 
that  will  carry  the  gospel  to  all  the  people;  to  seek  to  meet 
the  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to 
promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in 
establishing  mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new 
churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  respon- 
sibilities, this  committee  has  4  major  duties: 
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1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where 
work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the 
churches  for  starting  new  work. 

3.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  be  solely  respon- 
sible to  this  comm.  and  through  the  executive- promo- 
tional comm.  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  submit  all  plans 
and  programs  of  the  association  to  this  Comm.  for  ap- 
proval and  authorization. 

3.  Program  Committees:  The  officers  of  the  association  shall 
constitute  the  Program  Comm.  and  the  Vice- Moderator  shall  serve 
as  chairman. 

A.  Conmiittee  on  Committees:  No  member  of  a  standing 
committee  shall  serve  on  the  same  Comm.  for  more  than 
three  consecutive  years,  and  as  nearly  as  possible,  member- 
ship on  said  comms.  will  be  arranged  so  as  to  rotate  a 
third  of  its  membership  each  year. 

1.  Nominating  Committee:  This  comm.  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  association  of  the  officers  and  repre- 
sentatives to  serve  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  Place  and  Preacher:  This  Comm.  shall  recommend 
to  the  Assoc,  the  places  and  preachers,  with  alter- 
nates, for  the  next  annual  association  meeting. 

3.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this 
Comm.  shall  be: 

A.  To  receive  and  consider  any  request  by  a  new 
church  for  membership  in  the  association  and  to 
recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

B.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might 
lead  to  a  new  church  and  advise  the  group  or  groups 
as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organiza- 
tion for  application  for  membership  in  the  associa- 
tion, and  location  of  the  church. 

4.  Audio- Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches,  during  the  ensuing  year, 
concerning  the  current  practices  in  the  use  of  Audio- Visual  aids. 
This   Comm.   shall  be   responsible  for  the  loan  and  operation  of  all 
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visual-aid  equipment  of  the  Assoc,  within  the  churches  of  the  Assoc- 
iation 

5.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  work  in  cooper- 
ation and  use  information  coming  from  our  Convention's  Dept.  of 
Evangelism.  They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic 
and  participate  in  Simultaneous  Revivals. 

6.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
Comm.  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  Assoc,  and  make  recom- 
mendations (operational  budget  included)  to  the  Assoc,  within  the 
churches  of  the  Assoc. 

7.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meeting  each  day  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

8.  Obituary  Conmiittee:  The  duty  of  this  Comm.  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches,  who  passed  away  during  the 
preceding  year. 

9.  Ordination  Committee:  This  Comm.,  at  the  request  of  the  local 
church,  shall  examine  candidates  for  ordination  (Baptist  Ministry 
and    Deaconship)    jmd    give    to    said    church  their   recommendation. 

10.  Social  Services  Committee: 

A.  Temperance  and  morals  Representative 
^  B.  Juvenile  Rehabilitation  Representative 

C.  Prison  Ministry  Representative 

11.  Constitutional  Changes  Conmiittee:  To  be  composed  of  at 
least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  Constitution 
and  report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 


Rules  Of  Procedure 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedure  of  the  POLK 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  1  -  Rules  of  Order 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority 
of  the  messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by 
the  Constitution.  The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  judge  of  order, 
guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 

Article  2  -  Printing  of  Constitution  j 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually. 
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Article  3  -  Constitutional  Changes 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  messengers  present.  Any  recommended  change  shall  be 
presented  in  writing  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  acted 
upon  on  the  second  day. 

Article  4  -  Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Superintendent  of  Missions:  This  missionary  shall  be 
an  officer  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  whose  tenure  of  office  will 
be  indefinite.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of  promoting  and  developing 
the  Southern  Baptist  program  in  cooperation  with  the  pastors  of  the 
churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  and  any  such  duties  as  the 
Missions  Comm.  shall  specify. 

Section  2.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  will  be  elected  annually. 
He  will  preside  at  the  annual  association  meeting,  executive-pro- 
motional meetings,  and  the  Missions  Comm.  meetings.  His  term  of 
office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

Section  3.  Vice -Moderator:  The  Vice- moderator  and  all  other 
officers,  except  stated  otherwise  in  the  constitution,  shall  be  elected 
annually.  He  shall  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall 
act  as  chairman  of  the  program  Committee. 

Section  4.  Clerk:  The  Clerk  may  also  be  Treasurer,  and  shall 
record  the  proceedings  of  the  annual  session  of  the  association,  and 
all  meetings  of  the  executive-promotional  committee.  He  shall  keep 
a  file  of  the  minutes  of  the  association.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  prepare 
and  have  printed  the  minutes  for  each  year  and  to  distribute  same  to 
the  churches.  He  shall  notify  all  those  on  the  annual  program  at  least 
a  month  in  advance.  When  he  vacates  the  office,  he  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor  the  file  of  the  minutes,  with  all  books,  papers  and  docu- 
ments acquired  in  the  office. 

Section  5.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  treasurer  is  to  handle 
and  disperse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget 
of  the  association  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Execu- 
tive Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor 
a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands 
and  all  funds . 

Section  6.  Historian:  The  associational  historian  is  to  prepare 
and  present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is 
held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which 
are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding  historians. 

Section  7.  Trustees:  Trustees  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected 
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annually,  and  shall  holdtitleforthe  association  of  any  property  presently 
held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees 
shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  such,  to  the  executive-promotional  committee. 

Section  8.  Auditor:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  fall  session  with  the  officers  of  the 
association.  He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer, 
and  of  reporting  his  findings  to  the  association  at  each  fall  session.

Digest  Of  Church  Letters 

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  is  composed  of  19  churches.  These 
were  founded  from  the  year  1778  (Mill  Spring)  to  1967  (Faith)  with  a 
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total   membership  of  3849.  Their  numbers  ranging  from  40  (Warrior 
Mountain)  to  414  (Columbus). 

Last  year  there  were  reported  145  baptisms,  the  highest  number 
was  listed  from  Cooper's  Gap  church. 

The  Sunday  School  enrolment  was  2270  in  all  19  churches;  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools  were  held  in  17  churches  enrolling  1070;  while 
Training  Program  enrolled  only  638  in  13  churches.  Hickory  Grove 
had  the  largest  enrolment  in  Training. 

Only  11  churches  reported  a  W.M.U.  organization  with  292  enroll- 
ed; but  the  Men's  Brotherhood  had  113  enrolled  in  7  churches -which 
seems  to  be  the  weakest  organization  in  the  Association. 

Total  receipts  listed  in  all  churches  was  $239,710,  ranging 
from  $1711  to  $30.,  138. 

Total  Mission  expenditures  was  $25,803  though  some  were  very 
small  offerings. 

Numbers  of  churches  did  not  report  their  number  of  tithers,  due 
to  no  survey  having  been  taken  yet. 

These  are  good  reports  but  I  am  sure  each  of  us  can  do  better 
another  year. 

I  appreciate  the  faithful  work  of  the  Church  Clerks  in  getting  the 
information  in  on  time  so  this  report  could  be  ready. 

Though  we  are  a  small,  newly- organized  group,  we  hope  it  can  be 
said  that  we  are  ACTIVE  -  DEDICATED  SERVANTS  OF  OUR  LORD 
with  only  one  propose:  "TO  CARRY  OUT  THE  GREAT  COMMISSION" 
and  be  ready  for  His  return.

History  Of  Faith  Baptist  Church 

Faith  Baptist  Church  was  constituted  March  30,  1967  with  78 
members  from  the  Mill  Spring  Baptist  Church  and  1  member  from 
Victory  Baptist  Church.  Meetings  were  held  in  the  old  Egerton  store 
building  while  the  new  building  was  under  construction.  At  the  annual 
session  of  the  Green  River  Association  held  at  the  Silver  Creek  Church 
on  October  19,  1967  Faith  was  received  as  a  full  member  of  the  as- 
sociation. When  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  was  formed  Faith  be- 
came a  charter  member. 

The  6.5  acres  site  located  on  highway  No.  9  in  Mill  Spring,  North 
Carolina  was  donated  by  Mr.  Frank  Jackson.  Groundbreaking  service 
was  on  October  22,  1967.  Construction  began  on  October  30,  1967. 
The  present  contemporary  style  building,  one  of  three  planned,  was 
completed  in  April,  1968. 
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The  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  church  on  April  28,  1968 
with    100    present.    Dedication    service    was    held  on  May  12,  1968. 

Rev.  Robert  K.  Rownd  was  the  first  pastor  and  served  from 
March  30,  1967  to  April  27,  1969.  Rev.  M.D.  Blanton  served  as  in- 
terim from  May  4,  1969  to  August  31,  1969.  Rev.  P.  Thomas  Canady 
the  second  pastor  began  his  ministry  on  September  7,  1969. 

The  church  has  100  members  at  present  and  we  welcome  each  of 
you  today  to  the  first  annual  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 


State  Missions

Let's  unite  ourselves  in  prayer  and  Christian 
giving  to  support  our  State  Mission  Work.

American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  1816  and  is  one  of  the 
oldest  missionary  societies  in  America.  It  works  through  existing 
churches  and  organizations  irrespective  of  creed  or  doctrine.  It  is 
a  non-profit  organization.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  one  of  the 
49  United  Bible  Societies  that  have  pooled  their  efforts  and  resources 
to  achieve  a  copy  of  Scripture  for  everyone  in  the  world. 

The  Society  has  as  its  single  purpose  the  wider  circulation  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment  to  every  man  on  earth 
in  the  language  or  form  he  can  best  read  and  easily  understand.  The 
Society's  Program  is  fourfold:  translation,  publication  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  Scriptures  and  encouragement  of  their  use. 

There  are  over  2700  dialects  and  languages  spoken  in  the  world. 
Scripture  is  now  available  in  the  languages  spoken  to  more  than  97 
percent  of  the  world's  people.  By  the  end  of  1969  at  least  one  book 
of  the  Bible  had  been  translated  and  published  by  the  Bible  Societies 
and  other  organizations  into  1413  languages  -  21  more  languages  than 
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were  recorded  in  1968.  The  complete  Bible  has  now  been  printed  in 
244  languages;  the  New  Testament  in  324  languages;  and  at  least  one 
book  of  the  Bible  in  845  languages.  Scriptures  for  the  blind  have  been 
produced  by  the  Society  since  1835. 

In  1969  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  contributed  $232,765  of 
which  North  Carolina  Baptists  contributed  $6,840  to  the  American  Bible 
Society.  Area  of  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  include  hospitals,  pri- 
sons, Armed  Forces  and  other  institutions  for  which  they  are  re- 
quested. Through  the  Society's  own  staff  and  dedicated  distributors 
worldwide,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Scriptures  are  distributed;  how- 
ever, most  go  through  Christian  workers.  Missionaries,  pastors  and 
evangelists.  Many  thousands  of  copies  of  Scripture  are  given  away 
without  charge  where  conditions  warrant.  The  remainder  are  sold 
at  subsidized  prices,  low  enough  to  be  afforded  by  interested  people. 

November  15,  1970  is  the  day  set  aside  as  American  Bible  So- 
ciety Day  by  our  Baptist  State  Convention  for  this  year.  This  is  a  time 
for  sharing  information  concerning  its  work,  for  promoting  the  or- 
ganization, and  for  encouraging  financial  support  for  the  futherance 
of  the  work. 

The  Word  of  God  is  the  most  needed  message  to  the  people 
of  the  world  today.  Very  few  people  can  read  the  Bible  in  Hebrew  or 
Greek,  the  languages  in  which  it  was  originally  written.  Therefore,  if 
man  is  to  discover  for  himself  the  everlasting  truths  in  the  Word  of 
God,  the  Scriptures  must  be  translated  into  a  language  he  is  able  to 
read.  With  facts  like  these,  surely  we  will  want  to  contribute  more 
to  this  worthy  cause  in  the  coming  year.

The  Brotherhood,  as  the  other  organizations,  has  made  some 
changes.  This  time  all  men  18  and  above  will  be  under  the  work  of  the 
Brotherhood.  While  boys  6-17  will  be  under  the  work  of  the  Royal 
Ambassadors,  and  will  include  two  age  groups:  Crusaders  (boys 
6-11  or  grades  1-6),  Pioneers  (boys  12-17  or  grades  7-12) 

A  church  may  have  more  than  one  chapter  in  each  division. 
Enlistment  of  a  counselor  and  an  assistant  counselor  is  reconmiended 
for  each  division. 

Men  are  expected  to  continue  as  counselors  of  Pioneer  boys 
(12-17).  Men  and  women  (couples,  present  Sunbeam  leaders,  and  ex- 
perienced Primary  workers,  and  others  may  work  with  Crusaders 
(6-11  years  old.)

Baptist  Hospital 


Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  grow,  in  spite  of  its  serious 
problems.  Physical  growth  is  the  result  of  the  long-range^velopment 
program  which  has  already  seen  the  completicm  of  the  new  power  plant, 
the  School  of  Nursing  and  Allied  Health  Building,  and  the  additions  to 
the  Medical  School.  Construction  of  the  new  patioit  tower  is  progressing, 
after    some    delays,  and  is   expected  to  be  completed  by  mid- 1972. 

There  is  continued  growth  in  the  quality  of  patient  care  provided. 
There  is  improved  equipment  in  the  heart  diagnostic  carter  in  the  fight 
against  heart  disease;  the  department  of  nuclear  medicine  continues  to 
make  progress  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  some  (rf  our  most 
dreaded  diseases;  the  stroke  center  renders  valuable  service  in  the 
study  and  treatment  of  strokes  and  brain  tumors. 

Changes  in  admission  procedures  have  been  made  necessary  by  the 
financial  crisis  the  hospital  f^ces. 

With  all  the  growth,  one  thing  remains  unchanged:  the  desire  and 
determination  to  care  for  the  needy  sick.  This  has  been  at  the  heart  of 
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the  hospital's  ministry  since  it  opened  in  1923.  Last  year  it  minister- 
ed to  5,225  Service  Patients  for  47,499  days  of  hospital  care,  in  additior 
to  the  large  number  served  in  the  Outpatient  Clinics.  The  free  care 
amounted  to  more  than  a  million  dollars  beyond  what  these  patients, 
their  insurance,  and  all  sponsoring  agencies  paid.  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists provided  $565,000  of  this  amount-  $237,000  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  and  $328,000  through  the  Mother's  Day  offering.  To  date 
this  year  13  churches  in  our  association  contributed  $904.70  of  the 
Mother's  Day  Fund,  thus  helping  the  hospital  keep  faith  with  its  purpose. 

Though  our  Mother's  Day  offerings  have  grown  they  have  not  kept 
pace  with  the  rising  costs  and  our  hospital  is  running  a  heavy  deficit. 
If  full  use  is  to  be  made  of  the  new  medical  procedures  and  facilities 
in  fulfilling  our  mission,  we  are  going  to  have  to  give  our  Baptist  Hospi- 
tal additional  support.

South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp  Report 

Truly,  the  Lord  was  with  us  at  South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp  again 
this  year.  Attendance  was  good  and  we  had  record  breaking  crowds 
the  last  of  the  summer.  The  last  week  we  had  269  and  we  had  to  turn 
away  30.  There  were  1634  RA'a  and  GA's  that  came  to  camp.  Also 
657  came  to  Day  Camps  or,  over-night  retreats.  A  total  of  2,291  for  the 
summer.  During  the  summer  19  churches  came  for  picnics  and  to 
swim  in  our  pool.  Forty-nine  came  from  your  association  to  our  regular 
camps . 

Our  theme  for  this  year  was  "Living  Like  Jesus".  Rhea  L.  Ross 
wrote  our  theme  song  again  this  summer. 

Our    program  included:   Mission  Study,   Missionaries,  Worship, 
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study  of  R.A.  and  G.A.  work,  Campers  enjoyed  good  eats,  swimming, 
fishing,  horseback  riding,  softball,  horse  shoe,  pingpong,  badminton, 
frisby,  and  crafts. 

A  total  of  940  Campers  and  visitors  made  decisions  for  Christ 
during  the  sununer  and  162  of  these  were  professions  of  faith.  Also  of 
these  17  made  decisions  for  Special  Service.  Those  who  came  learned 
much  about  RA  and  GA  work.  Missionaries  or  pastors  who  had  been  to 
the  mission  fields  were  in  every  camp.  A  week  at  South  Mountain 
Camp  is  filled  with  many  unforgetable  experiences.  A  new  or  renewed 
experience  with  God  is  a  source  of  joy  that  will  long  be  remembered. 
In  many  instances  campers  went  home  to  be  a  blessing  in  their  own 
church  and  community.  Some  churches  immediately  sent  a  donation 
to  the  camp.  Others  placed  their  camp  in  their  budget. 

The  leadership  of  your  camp  seeks  to  hold  high  the  demands  of 
the  gospel.  It  is  kept  before  the  campers  that  a  true  child  of  God  should 
grow  more  Christlike  every  day.  He  should  also,  seek  to  know  and  do 
the  will  of  God. 

Our  Staff  presented  a  program  about  our  camp  in  nine  churches 
during  the  sununer.  We  might  be  able  to  come  to  your  church  during 
the  winter  months. 

Your  camp  director  is  to  be  with  the  camp  work  full  time  January 
1,  1971.  He  will  still  be  available  to  do  interim  pastorate  work.  The 
Executive  Committee  has  voted  to  build  a  caretakers  home  in  the 
near  future.  Nearly  $2,000.  is  in  sight  for  a  beautiful  Chapel  in  the 
near  future.  So  you  see,  there  is  opportunity  for  an  investment  by 
churches,  industry,  and  individuals  that  will  pay  great  dividends  until 
Jesus  comes. 

Your  camp  is  making  a  tremendous  contribution  to  our  Lord's 
work.  Therefore  she  deserves  the  prayers  and  financial  support  of 
every  church  of  Region  Eight  and  other  churches  who  use  and  ap- 
preciate our  camp.

Baptist  Home  For  The  Aging 

God  has  blessed  our  Homes  for  the  Aging  through  all  of  our  nine- 
teen years,  and  during  the  past  year  in  a  very  special  way.  We  ac- 
knowledge His  goodness  and  thank  Him  for  every  manifestation  of  His 
love.  We  also  want  to  express  sincere  gratitude  to  our  Baptist  people 
for  their  increased  love  and  concern  for  the  195  dear,  elderly  people 
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to  whom  we  are  ministering  in  our  five  Baptist  Homes  -  Resthaven, 
the  Hayes  Home,  and  Nursing  Care  Unit,  in  Winston -Salem;  the  Albe- 
marle Home,  in  Albemarle;  the  Hamilton  Home,  in  Hamilton;  and  the 
Yanceyville  Home  in  Yanceyville. 

An  urgent  appeal  was  made  to  our  Baptist  people  before  our  offer- 
ing in  February  to  help  us  reduce  the  alarming  deficit  in  the  operation 
of  the  Homes.  This  plea  was  heard,  and  the  offering,  of  $168,349.34, 
from  July  1,  1969  through  June  30,  1970  from  our  Baptist  Churches, 
has  exceeded  all  other  offerings  in  previous  years.  How  grateful  we 
are  for  this  increase.  We  want  to  urge  our  people,  however,  to  continue 
giving  liberally  to  our  Homes  and  to  remember  that  we  are  still  con- 
fronted with  the  staggering  cost  of  living  and  the  great  need  to  strengthen 
the  total  economy  of  the  Homes  as  we  try  to  move  forward  in  developing 
and  expanding  this  vital  ministry  to  the  aging.  For  example,  even  though 
our  offering  reflects  cin  increase  over  the  previous  year,  this  increase 
will  only  take  care  of  approximately  half  of  the  additional  amount 
necessary  in  operating  the  Homes  for  the  coming  year,  due  to  in- 
flationary pressures. 

Of  great  interest  in  our  Development  Program  is  a  proposed  new 
addition  to  our  present  Nursing  Care  Unit.  Judge  and  Mrs.  William  M. 
York,  of  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  have  offered  a  gift  of  $80,000. 
to  the  Homes  for  this  purpose,  contingent  upon  the  Homes  raising 
an  additional  $80,000.  by  September  1,  1970.  If  this  proposal  is  ful- 
filled, 10  to  12  additional  rooms  would  be  made  available,  with  ac- 
comodations for  20  to  24  people,  and  bringing  our  total  nursing  care 
capacity  to  80  beds.  We  appeal  to  Baptist  people  to  pray  for  the  success 
of  this  very  special  project  in  the  care  of  our  elderly  sick. 

There  is  no  greater  security  for  an  older  person  than  that  of  the 
Christian  nurture  and  love  offered  in  our  Baptist  Homes,  and  we  thank 
the  Lord,  and  our  Baptist  people,  for  this  ministry.  We  shall  continue 
to  look  to  Him,  and  to  our  people,  on  behalf  of  these  to  whom  Christian 
love    means    so    much,   in  the  faith  that  our  needs  will  be  supplied.

Constitution  And  By-Laws 

Article  I  —  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  —  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to 
promote  Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian 
Fellowship  as  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.  C.  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  —  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  the  Thursday  and  Friday 
after  the  thrid  Sunday  in  October.  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes 
in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called  sessions  of  the  Association  is  given 
to  the  Executive-Promotional  Committee. 
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Article  IV  —  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  A  —  Composition  and  Number  of  Messengers 

The  association  shall  be  composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the 
churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be 
known  as  THE  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  which  shall  have  no 
coercive  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their 
internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical 
in  doctrine,  immoral  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  co- 
operate with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  mes- 
sengers, and  one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof,  over  the  first  fifty  members. 

Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the 
Supt.  of  Missions  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were 
appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office  shall  be 
messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

Section  B  —  Reception  of  Churches 

The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may 
receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  pleasure. 
Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such 
request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is 
understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except 
that  of  voting.  They  may  then  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present. 

Section  C  —  Church  Letters 

Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send  a  letter  of  infor- 
mation to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statistical 
information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  clerk  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 

Any  church  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Assoc- 
iational meeting  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  clerk 
shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the  association.  The  Association's 
Mission  Committee  will  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this 
impending  action. 

Section  D  —  Financial  Support  of  the  Associational  Work 

The  member  churches  of  the  association  shall  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  association  financially.  Each  church  shall  send  with  its 
letter,  and,  or  during  the  associational  year,  as  it  sees  fit,  contributions 
for  the  expenses  of  the  association.  Out  of  these  funds,  the  association 
shall  supply  the  churches  with  printed  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
annual  fall  session,  the  clerk  shall  be  given  compensation  for  his  services 


(the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee) 
and  expenses  and/ or  salaries  of  the  Associational  Missions  Program 
shall  be  paid. 

The  church  that  fails  to  make  a  contribution  for  one  year  will  be 
placed  on  the  probation  period  for  twelve  months.  Should  no  financial 
response  be  made  by  the  end  of  the  probation  period  that  church  will 
cease  to  be  listed  as  a  member  of  the  association.  The  Association's 
Missions  Comm.  will  seek  to  make  the  church  aware  of  this  impending 
action. 

Article  V  —  ORGANIZATION 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees, 
Auditor,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,   Music  Director. 

2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  and  Music  Director  shall  be  nominated  by 
their  respective  organizations  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive- 
Promotional  Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's 
Comm.  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's 
Nominating  Committee  present  all  of  these  officers  for  approval  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  session. 

3.  On  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  the  nominating  Committee 
will  nominate  one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  will  be 
given  for  nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on 
the  first  day. 

Committees  —  Section  B 

1.  Executive-Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have 
an  executive  promotional  comm.  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
association  ad  interim,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Association  vested  in 
such  committee.  The  executive  promotional  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  officers  of  the  association  and  the  pastor  from  each  member 
church  in  the  association  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  and  the 
church  treasurer,  which  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  executive 
promotional  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  provided  a  written 
notice  is  sent  to  every  member  of  the  Committee  10  days  prior  to  the  date 
when  such  meeting  occurs.  The  executive  promotional  committee  shall 
meet  quarterly,  or  more  frequently  at  the  call  of  the  association.  It  shall 
submit  to  the  annual  fall  session,  through  the  Budget  and  Finance  Comm., 
a  financial  budget  for  the  operation  of  the  work  of  the  association  for  the 
basis  of  the  work  during  the  year. 

2.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
Southern  Baptist  denominational  program  of  missions;  foreign,  home, 
state  and  associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of 
employing  or  discharging  a  paid  missionary  oi  field  worker  for 
the  association,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive-Pro- 
motional Committee. 
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B.  Functions 

C.  Membership  —  The  missions  Comm.  shall  consist  of  eight 
members.  The  Nominating  Comm,  shall  nominate  three  mem- 
bers to  serve  three  years,  one  member  to  rotate  off  each  year. 
The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Treasurer,  Director  of  Baptist 
Men,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  shall  be  members 
of  this  Committee.  A  quorum  for  each  meeting  shall  be  five. 
The  Comm.  shall  organize  itself  at  its  first  meeting  after  election. 

D.  Duties  —  The  duty  of  this  Comm.  is  to  work  with  the  Assoc. 
Missionary  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that 
will  carry  the  gospel  to  all  the  people;  to  seek  to  meet  the  spir- 
itual needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  promote 
religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in  establishing 
mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where 
they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this  com- 
mittee has  4  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where 
work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches 
for  starting  new  work. 

3.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  be  solely  responsible 
to  this  comm.  and  through  the  executive-promotional  comm. 
to  the  association. 

4.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  submit  all  plans  and 
programs  of  the  association  to  this  Comm.  for  approval 
and  authorization. 

3.  Program  Committees:  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  con- 
stitute the  Program  Comm.  and  the  Vice-Mod6rator  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  No  member  of  a  standing 
committee  shall  serve  on  the  same  Comm.  for  more  than  three 
consecutive  years,  and  as  nearly  as  possible,  membership  on 
said  comms.  will  be  arranged  so  as  to  rotate  a  third  of  its 
membership  each  year. 

1.  Nominating  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  association  of  the  officers  and  repre- 
sentatives to  serve  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  Place  and  Preacher:  This  Comm.  shall  recommend  to 
the  Assoc,  the  places  and  preachers,  with  alternates,  for 
the  next  annual  association  meeting, 

3.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  Comm. 
shall  be: 

A.  To  recieve  and  consider  any  request  by  a  new  church 
for  membership  in  the  association  and  to  recommend 
what  action  should  be  taken. 

B.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to 


a  new  church  and  advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what 
steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  apphcation 
for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the 
church. 

4.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  make  a  study  of 
and  dispense  information  to  the  churches,  during  the  ensuing  year,  con- 
cerning the  current  practices  in  the  use  of  Audio-Visual  aids.  This  Comm. 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment 
of  the  Assoc,  within  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

5.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  Convention's  Dept.  of  Evangelism. 
They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in 
Simultaneous  Revivals. 

6.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
Comm.  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  Assoc,  and  make  recom- 
mendations (operational  budget  included)  to  the  Assoc,  within  the 
churches  of  the  Assoc. 

7.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meeting  each  day  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

8.  Obituary  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  Comm.  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches,  who  passed  away  during  the 
preceding  year. 

9.  Ordination  Committee:  This  Comm.,  at  the  request  of  the  local 
church,  shall  examine  candidates  for  ordination  (Baptist  Ministry  and 
Deaconship)  and  give  to  said  church  their  recommendation. 

10.  Social  Services  Committee: 

A.  Temperance  and  morals  Representative 
'  B.  Juvenile  Rehabihtation  Representative 

C.  Prison  Ministry  Representative 

11.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  To  be  composed  of  at 
least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 


Rules  Of  Procedure 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedure  of  the  POLK 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  1  —  Rules  of  Order 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority 
of  the  messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the 
Constitution.  The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  judge  of  order,  guided  by 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Article  2 —  Printing  of  Constitution 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually. 
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Article  3  —  Constitutional  Changes 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  messengers  present.  Any  recommended  change  shall  be  presented 
in  writing  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  acted  upon  on  the 
second  day. 

Article  4  —  Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  Superintendent  of  Missions:  This  missionary  shall  be 
an  officer  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  whose  tenure  of  office  will  be 
indefinite.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of  promoting  and  developing 
the  Southern  Baptist  program  in  cooperation  with  the  pastors  of  the 
churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  and  any  such  duties  as  the 
Missions  Comm.  shall  specify. 

Section  2.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  will  be  elected  annually. 
He  will  preside  at  the  annual  association  meeting,  executive-promotional 
meetings,  and  the  Missions  Comm.  meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall 
not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

Section  3.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-moderator  and  all  other 
officers,  except  stated  otherwise  in  the  constitution,  shall  be  elected 
annually.  He  shall  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall 
act  as  chairman  of  the  program  Committee. 

Section  4.  Clerk:  The  Clerk  may  also  be  Treasurer,  and  shall  record 
the  proceedings  of  the  annual  session  of  the  association,  and  all  meetmgs 
of  the  executive-promotional  committee.  He  shall  keep  a  file  of  the 
minutes  of  the  association.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  prepare  and  have 
printed  the  minutes  for  each  year  and  to  distribute  same  to  the  churches. 
He  shall  notify  all  those  on  the  annual  program  at  least  a  month  in  advance. 
When  he  vacates  the  office,  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  the  file  of 
the  minutes,  with  all  books,  papers  and  documents  acquired  in  the  office. 

Section  5.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disperse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the 
association  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Pro- 
motional Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete 
accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands  and  all  funds. 

Section  6.  Historian:  The  associational  historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and 
is  to  preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be 
passed  on  to  the  succeeding  historians. 

Section  7.  Trustees:  Trustees  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected 
annually,  and  shall  hold  title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently 
held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall 
be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make  recommendations 
concerning  such,  to  the  executive-promotional  committee. 
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Section  8.  Auditor:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  fall  session  with  the  officers  of  the  asso- 
ciation. He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer, 
and  of  reporting  his  findings  to  the  association  at  each  fall  session.

History  Of  Mill  Spring  Baptist  Church 

According  to  the  history  (as  recorded  by  J.  A.  Thorne  in  1891)  on 
the  12th  day  of  April  1798  a  body  of  Baptists  were  organized  under 
the  name  of  Salem  Church,  situated  on  a  ridge  between  Green  and 
Broad  Rivers-six  miles  from  Rutherfordton  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev. 
Joel  Blackwell  and  Clerk  Richard  Telding.  They  belonged  to  the  Congaree 
Association  and  both  the  Association  and  the  church  faded  out  of  existence 
as  the  Green  River  and  Bethel  Associations  were  formed. 

The  church  then  took  the  name  of  Green  River  Church  and  the  first 
records  of  it  appear  in  Sandy  Run  Association  minutes  in  1799. 

The  early  church  had  many  difficulties  and  had  to  be  helped  by  the 
sister  churches  such  as  Bill's  Creek,  Buck  Creek,  Sandy  Run,  Green 
Creek,  Concord,  French  Broad  and  Salem. 

In  February  1860  the  name  was  changed  from  Green  River  to  White 
Oak-being  located  in  a  prong  of  White  Oak  Creek  at  the  foot  of  White 
Oak  Mountains. 

The  name  was  changed  again  from  White  Oak  to  Mill  Spring  on 
October  20,  1894  with  many  different  Pastors  serving. 

In  February  1967  Faith  Baptist  Church  was  organized-taking  a 
number  of  our  faithful  members  and  Rev.  Robert  Rownd  resigned  to 
become  Pastor  of  the  newly  formed  Faith  Church. 

In  June  1967  Rev.  A.  C.  Martin,  a  former  Pastor,  came  to  be  our 
Pastor  and  we  managed  to  continue  working-after  dividing  our  properties 
and  funds  amicably  with  the  other  church.  But  disaster  struck  in  the  form 
of  fire  on  June  20th  1967  our  entire  church  building  burned  from  an 
undertimed  cause,  and  we  were  forced  to  hold  services  in  the  Mill  Spring 
School  auditorium  until  our  new  building  was  erected.  The  first  service 
and  dedication  ceremony  was  held  on  Dec.  3,  1967,  and  with  faithful 
support  of  members  and  friends  the  church  building  mortage  was  burned 
on  January  24,  1971 

The  last  of  July  this  year  Rev.  A.  C.  Martin  resigned  as  Pastor  and 
since  that  time  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  various  speakers  from 
Fruitland  Bible  Institute.  At  present  we  have  Rev.  Thurman  Johnson,  of 
Fruitland  as  supply. 

We  are  planning  for  the  future  to  obtain  a  Parsonage  and  make 
other  additions  and  improvements  as  needed. 

We  desire  your  prayers  for  us  that  we  may  more  effectively  serve  the 
community  and  the  world  for  Christ.

Recently  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Broyhill  Homes  in  Clyde, 
N.  C.  and  believe  me  it  was  a  pleasure.  I  wish  that  every  member  of  the 
Polk  Association  would  make  this  trip,  I  believe  they  would  be  greatly 
impressed  and  receive  a  rich  blessing  from  it.  Just  to  be  able  to  see  the 
beautiful  buildings  and  surrounding  grounds.  And  last  but  not  least  to 
see  how  the  children  live.  Each  child  has  responsibilities  in  the  form  of 
chores  to  do;  these  range  from  cleaning  their  rooms,  making  their  beds, 
to  helping  with  meals.

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  one 
such  as  Mr.  Starnes  not  only  as  a  director  but  as  an  example  for  these 
children.

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Homes  For  The  Aging  Report. 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  celebrated  their 
20th  anniversary  in  March  of  this  year.  During  these  two  decades,  the 
story  of  our  Homes  has  been  one  of  Faith  and  the  abundant  blessings  of 
God  upon  this  special  ministry  to  older  people.  God  has  brought  us  from 
one  Home,  and  one  resident  in  1951,  to  five  Homes  and  a  Nursing  Care 
Unit,  with  total  accommodations  for  160  residents  and  76  patients.  Two 
of  these  Homes,  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home,  and  the  nursing  care 
unit  are  located  in  Winston-Salem,  and  the  other  three  Homes  are  located 
in  Albermarle,  Hamilton,  and  Yanceyville.  In  these  Homes,  our  residents 
are  loved,  and  we  feel  that  there  is  no  greater  security  that  they  could  have 
and  no  better  care  that  they  could  receive. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  best  ever,  and  we  are  rejoicing 
in  the  blessings  that  have  come  from  God  through  our  Baptist  people. 
Support  for  the  Homes  from  the  churches,  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  the  Special  Day  Offering  has  been  most  encouraging. 
For  the  last  three  years,  the  Homes  have  had  an  alarming  deficit  and  have 
operated  in  the  red.  We  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  of  operating  in 
the  black,  but  let  us  say,  with  hopeful  optimism,  that  we  are  approaching 
this  time.  The  deepened  concern  of  our  Baptist  people  and  the  increase 
in  gifts  have  been  strong  contributing  factors  to  the  success  of  the  past 
year. 

At  least  80%  of  the  people  who  live  in  our  Baptist  Homes  are  finan- 
cially needy  persons  and  benefit  directly  from  the  love  gifts  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists.  They  simply  could  not  be  maintained  and  the  Homes 
could  not  be  operated  without  the  Special  Offering,  designated  gifts  from 
the  churches,  and  the  cooperative  Program.  We  would  urge  our  Baptist 
people,  therefore,  to  remember  how  dependent  these  older  people  are 
on  them  and  would  challenge  them  to  give  more  liberally  than  ever  and 
to  see  that  their  gifts  are  a  life-line  in  the  on-going  of  this  ministry. 

Of  unusual  interest  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  construction 
of  the  new  addition  to  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  in  Winston-Salem.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  new  facility  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September 
1.  It  will  make  available  20  additional  beds  and  bring  the  total  capacity 
of  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  to  76.  This  addition  was  made  possible  by  the 
generous  challenge  gift  of  $80,000.00  from  Judge  and  Mrs.  William 
York  of  Greensboro.  The  trustees  accepted  the  challenge  and  raised  an 
additional  $80,000.00. 

Pray  for  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  and  remember  that  any 
ministry  to  an  older  person  in  the  name  of  Christ  is  a  direct  ministry  co 
Him.

Baptist  Hospital  Report 

Your  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  17,557  persons  in  1970  for  a  total  of 
150,174  days  of  care.  In  addition,  there  were  51,563  visits  to  outpatient 
clinics,  including  17,241  to  the  Emergency  Room.  About  90%  of  these  were 
"referral"  patients — that  is,  patients  who  were  referred  to  our  Hospital  by 
their  local  physicians  because  they  needed  the  specialized  medical  care 
our  Hospital  is  staffed  and  equipped  to  offer. 

Our  Hospital,  from  the  day  of  its  beginning,  has  provided  good 
medical  care  for  our  people,  including  care  for  persons  who  cannot  pay 
the  cost.  There  has  been  great  progress  in  medicine  and  tremendous 
increase  in  hospital  costs,  and  these  have  made  some  policy  changes 
necessary.  The  basic  policy  of  providing  care — now  the  highly  specialized 
care  for  the  more  difficult  cases — for  those  who  cannot  pay  has  not  changed. 
This  Christian  ministry  is  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  financial  situation  of  the  Hospital  is  viewed  by  the  administration 
with  "cautious  optimism".  The  operating  deficit  has  been  reduced  and 
expenditures  are  being  kept  more  nearly  in  line  with  income.  The  entire 
staff  is  cooperating  in  an  effort  to  maintain  a  proper  balance  between 
sound  financial  policies  and  a  spirit  of  Christian  compassion. 

The  Medical  Center  Development  Program  is  progressing  on  schedule. 
The  new  patient  Tower  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  partial  occupancy  by 
late  1972.  The  14  bed  coronary  care  unit  will  open  about  September,  1971. 
A  statewide  Development  Campaign,  initiated  with  pledges  totaling 
$177,182  from  employees  of  the  Medical  Center,  is  moving  toward  suc- 
cessful completion. 

Baptist  Hospital  offers  a  ministry  of  healing  in  Christ's  name  to  all 
who  need  it.  It  seeks  to  fulfill  the  same  purpose  in  North  Carolina  that  a 
Bapfist  Hospital  operated  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  seeks  to  fulfill 
in  Korea  or  Nigeria.  It  ought  to  be  supported  by  missionary-minded 
Baptists  with  the  same  enthusiasm  and  for  the  same  reason  we  support 
every  other  phase  of  our  denomination's  World  Mission  Program.  This 
is  missions  too. 
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A  total  of  $1,079.77  was  given  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  through  the 
Mother's  Day  offerings  of  the  Polk  Association  with  16  of  the  19  churches 
contributing.

Baptist  Student  Union  Report 

The  Department  of  Student  Work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  seeks  to  minister  to  thoae  on  the  various  college  and 
university  campuses  in  this  state. 

Southern  Baptists  have  campus  ministries  on  about  800  campuses. 
Providing  leadership  are  about  250  full-time,  professional  student 
directors  and  about  250  volunteer  workers.  Currently,  there  are  about  730 
Baptist  Student  Union  organizations. 

In  North  Carolina,  the  Department  of  Student  Work  has  campus 
chaplains  or  BSU  directors  on  30  of  the  70  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
Many  of  these  ministers  are  local  pastors  or  faculty  members  who  serve 
in  a  volunteer  or  part-time  capacity. 

The  field  service  work  of  National  Student  Ministries  includes 
campus  ministries,  international  student  work,  leadership  development, 
and  church-campus  ministries.  During  the  summer  months  students 
were  involved  in  various  outreach  projects.  One  such  group  toured  North 
Carolina  sharing  their  testimony  in  song  at  many  of  our  resort  areas. 
The  Apostoloi  Team,  composed  of  two  boys  and  two  girls,  spent  eight 
weeks  of  the  summer  in  churches  in  the  Carolina  Association.  There  were 
other  students  who  were  involved  in  a  beach  ministry  project  at  Moore- 
head  City. 
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The  work  of  the  Student  Department  is  a  part  of  the  total  witness 
of  State  Missions.  The  staff  and  personnel  of  this  department  stand 
ready  to  assist  the  local  church  in  its  ministry  to  students.  Likewise,  the 
department  needs  the  support  and  assistance  of  each  local  church  as  it 
attempts  to  minister  on  the  campus.

At  a  time  when  some  religious  publications  are  losing  circulation,  it 
is  good  to  report  that  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  passed  93,000 — the  highest 
circulation  in  its  138  year  history.  This  circulation  is  a  tribute  to  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  who  support  the  paper  so  faithfully. 

Even  though  inflation  continues  to  create  problems,  you  can  receive 
the  Recorder  under  the  Church  Budget  Plan  for  the  same  price  it  was  in 
1960 — only  $2.00  a  year.  It  is  not  known  how  long  this  reasonable  price 
can  be  made  available  and  that  is  all  the  more  reason  churches  should 
enlist  immediately. 

The  Recorder  likes  to  report  all  the  good  news  it  can  about  Baptists. 
The  paper  is  proud  to  be  the  instrument  that  communicates  to  the  world 
what  our  denomination  is  doing.  When  evil  needs  to  be  exposed,  however, 
the  Recorder  does  not  shun  it.  This  was  evidenced  again  in  the  legislature 
this  year  as  the  liquor  forces  managed  only  small  gains.  And  these  may 
turn  out  to  be  unconstitutional.  We  are  referring  to  the  local  option 
liquor  by  the  drink  elections  in  Moore  and  Mecklenburg  Counties.  The 
Recorder  stresses  Christian  citizenship.  Perhaps  this  is  one  reason  the 
paper  continues  to  reach  more  and  more  people — it  stands  for  something. 

The  Recorder  appreciates  every  reader  and  supporter.  The  cost  is 
reasonable.  You  can  receive  the  Recorder  under  the  Church  Budget  Plan 
for  only  4q^  a  week — half  the  cost  of  mailing  a  letter.

Christian  Education  Report 

The  year  of  1971  was  a  year  of  transition  for  the  Education  Com- 
mission. After  eleven  years  of  service  Rabun  L.  Brantley  retired  on 
September  30  and  was  succeeded  by  Ben  C.  Fisher. 

In  June  of  1970  a  special  self-study  committee  of  the  Education 
Commission  made  its  final  report.  This  two-year  study  resulted  in  a  care- 
ful examination  of  all  existing  programs  and  the  recommendations  of 
new  services  and  emphasis  for  the  Commission. 

The  self-study  committee  concluded  that  the  basis  for  the  contin- 
uation of  our  Baptist  witness  in  higher  education  includes  a  determina- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  individual  institutions  to  live  within  stated  Christ- 
ian purposes,  the  willingness  of  these  institutions  to  serve  the  denomina- 
tion in  vital  relationships  and  the  willingness  (even  limiting  enrollments 
and  expansion  of  facilities)  to  strive  constantly  for  academic  excellence. 

In  addition  to  the  traditional  services  which  our  Baptist  colleges 
render  to  our  denomination  and  to  our  people,  these  institutions  have 
given  strong  moral  leadership  in  an  age  of  moral  decline.  They  have 
refused  to  bow  to  the  popular  dictum  that  a  college  has  no  responsibility 
for  student  conduct.  They  have  refused  to  allow  radical  minorities, 
either  in  the  student  body  or  faculty,  to  take  over  or  disrupt  the  orderly 
process  of  instruction.  While  championing  academic  freedom  and  the 
right  to  peaceful  assembly.  Baptist  colleges  have  not  allowed  the  sub- 
stitution of  violence  for  the  power  of  persuasion  nor  permitted  anarchy 
in  the  guise  of  dissent  or  civil  disobedience.  To  this  extent  they  have 
served  not  only  their  denomination  but  they  have  served  all  of  higher 
education  in  this  country. 

Christian  colleges  continue  to  make  a  vital  contribution  in  both  the 
training  of  church-related  vocational  workers  and  lay  leadership. 
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Annuity  Report 

As  prices  of  goods  increased  and  the  value  of  the  dollar  decreased 
in  1970,  a  large  number  of  Baptist  pastors,  church  staff  members  and 
denominational  employes  moved  to  provide  greater  protection  in  the  years 
ahead  for  themselves  and  their  families.  Most  of  these  persons  did  so 
by  increasing  their  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Program  participation 
to  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  total  salary. 

While  members  upgraded,  the  Annuity  Board  was  introducing  Good 
Experience  Credit.  This  gives  Protection  Program  members  benefits 
over  and  above  the  amounts  set  forth  in  their  certificates. 

In  its  53  year  history,  the  Annuity  Board  has  paid  benefits  amounting 
to  $82.1  million;  $8.4  million  was  paid  in  benefits  during  1970. 

Camps  and  Assemblies  Report 

You  can  rejoice  in  the  victories  at  South  Mountain  Camp  this  year. 
Over  3,500  came  for  some  type  of  organized  activity  this  season.  1,970 
attended  our  camps.  Hundreds  came  by  for  a  visit. 

We  had  1,150  decisions  for  Christ.  Of  these  317  were  professions 
of  faith. 

We  maintained  a  dedicated  staff  of  22-25  whom  God  used  in  a 
wonderful  way.  They  went  into  fifteen  churches  on  week-ends  to  sing, 
show  slides  and  give  testimonies  about  the  experiences  with  Christ  at 
camp.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  them  for  this  extra  service  rendered  to 
the  camp. 

We  had  a  good  year  financially.  During  the  year  we  deposited 
$30,500.00  into  the  general  fund,  operating  expenses  were  $22,700.00. 
During  the  year  we  paid  off  a  $9,000.00  note  plus  $700.00  interest.  Funds 
came  in  well  during  the  year  for  the  Chapel.    $4,177.00  is  in  the  fund  now.

Constitution  and   By-Laws 

Article  1  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Missions, 
Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  Fellowship  as  fostered  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  N,C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Conventioa  Detailed  and  specific 
objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 
The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  the  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions    of  the   Association   is   given  to   the   Executive-Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  A   -  Composition  and  Number  of  Ivfessengers 

The  association  shall  be  composed  ofmessengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which 
they  belong.  The  messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  THE  POLK  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION,  which  shall  have  no  coercive  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  priv- 
ilege to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves 
to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  he- 
retical in  doctrine,  immoral  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate 
with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first 
fifty  members. 

Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the  Supt.  of  Missions 
and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific 
duties,    by  virtue  of  their  office  shall  be  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

Section  B  -  Reception  of  Churches 

The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  or  re- 
ject churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  plea  sire.  Provided:  The  churches 
so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period 
of  one  year  upon  the  recommendationof  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches, 
provided  such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is 
understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may 
then  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present 


Section  C  -  Church  Letters 

Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send  a  letter  of  information  to  the 
annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statistical  information  as  shall  be 
requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  clerk  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  as- 
sociational  year. 

Any  church  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Associational  meeting 
fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  clerk  shall  be  dropped  from  member- 
ship in  the  associatioa  The  Association's  Mission  Committee  will  seek  to  make  the 
church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Section  D  -  Financial  Support  of  the  Association  Work 

The  member  churches  of  the  association  shall  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  as- 
sociation financially.  Each  church  shall  send  with  its  letter,  and,  or  during  the  associ- 
ational year,  as  it  sees  fit,  contributions  for  the  expenses  of  the  association.  Out  of 
these  funds,  the  association  shall  supply  the  churches  with  printed  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  annual  fall  session,  the  clerk  shall  be  given  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices (the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee)  and  ex- 
penses   and/or     salaries    of    the    Associational    Missions   Program    shall  be  paid. 

The  church  that  failed  to  make  a  contribution  for  one  year  will  be  placed  on  the  pro- 
bation period  of  twelve  months.  Should  no  financial  response  be  made  by  the  end  of 
the  probation  period  that  church  will  cease  to  be  listed  as  a  member  of  the  associ- 
ation. The  Association's  Missions  Comm.  will  seek  to  make  the  church  aware  of 
this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be;  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk, 
Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School  Director, 
Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist 
Men,  Music  Director. 

2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director,  and 
Baptist  Men's  Director  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  of  the  association, 
and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Director  by  the  organization  at  the  July  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Promotional  Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  Comm. 
to  enlist  the  necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  Nomination  Com- 
mittee present  all  of  these  officers  for  approval  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session, 

3.  On  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  the  nomination  Comm.  will  nominate  one 
person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  will  be  given  for  nominations  from  the 
floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  the  first  day. 

Committees  --  Section  B 

1.  Executive -Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an  executive 
promotional  comm.  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association  ad  interim,  with 
all  the  powers  ofthe  Association  vested  in  such  committee.  The  executive  promotional 
comm.  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association  and  the  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  and  the  church 


treasurer,  which  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  executive  notive  is  sent  to 
every  member  of  committee  10  days  prior  to  the  date  when  such  meeting  occurs.  The 
executive  promotional  committee  shall  submit  to  the  annual  fall  session,  through  the 
Budget  for  the  operation  of  the  work  of  the  association  for  the  basis  of  the  work  during 
the  year. 

2.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our  Southern  Baptist 
denominational    program    of    missions;    foreign,    home,    state    and    associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive -Promotional  Committee. 

B.  Functions. 

C.  Membership  -  The  missions  Com m.  shall  consist  of  eight  members.  The 
Nomination  Comm.  shall  nominate  three  members  to  serve  one  year.  The  Moder- 
ator, Vice -Moderator,  Treasurer,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  Woman*  s  Missionary 
Union  Director,  shall  be  members  of  the  comm.  A  quorum  for  each  meeting  shall 
be    five.    The   comm.    shall  organize    itself  at   its  first  meeting  after  election. 

D.  Duties  -  The  duty  of  this  comm.  is  to  work  with  the  Associational  Mis- 
sionary in  planning  and  promotion  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  gospel  to 
all  the  people;  to  seek  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and 
churches;  to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in  establishing 
mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In 
carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  4  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  comm, 
and  through  the  executive -promotional  comm.  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Association  Missionary  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of  the 
association  to  this  comm.  for  approval  and  authorization, 

3.  Program  Committees:  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  constitute  the  Pro- 
gram Comm.  and  the  Vice -Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  No  member  of  a  standing  committee  shall 
serve  on  the  same  comm.  for  more  than  three  consecutive  years,  and  as  nearly  as 
possible,  membership  on  said  comms.  will  be  arranged  so  as  to  rotate  a  third  of 
its  membership  each  year. 

1.  Nomination  Committee:  This  Comm.  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
association  of  the   officers   and   representatives   to  serve  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  Reception   and    Location   of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  comm.  shall  be: 

A.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in 
the  association  and  to  recommend   what  action  should  be  taken. 

B.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church 
and  advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  or- 
ganization for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location 
of  the  church. 

3.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  comm.  shall  make  a  study  of  and 
dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practices  in  the 
use  of  Audio -Visual  aids.  This  comm.  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and 
operation  of  all  visual -aid  equipment  of  the  Assoc,  within  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 
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4.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  and 
use  information  coming  from  our  Conventions*  Dept.  of  Evangelism.  They  shall 
encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  Simultaneous  Re- 
vivals. 

5.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  comm.  to 
study  the  complete  program  of  our  Assoc,  and  make  recommendations  (oper- 
ational  budget    included)  to   the   Assoc,    within  the   churches  of  the  Assoc. 

6.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  comm.  shall  make  resolutions  pertinent 
to    the    occasion    of    our    annual   meeting   each   day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

7.  Obituary  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  Comm.  is  to  present  a  memorial 
for   members   of   our   churches,  who  passed  a\A;ay  during  the  preceding  year. 

8.  Social  Services  Committee: 

A.  Temperance  and  morals  Representative 

B.  Juvenile  Rehabilitation  Representative 

C.  Prison  Ministry  Representative 

9.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  To  be  composed  of  at  least  three 
members  whose  duty  shall  be  a  study  the  Constitution  and  report  any  suggested 
changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 
These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedure  of  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCI- 
ATION. 

Article  1  -  Rules  of  Order 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  mes- 
sengers present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution.  The  Mod- 
erator shall  be  deemed  judge  of  order,  guided  by  Robertas  Rules  of  Order. 

Article  II  -  Printing  of  Constitution 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  Constitutional  Changes 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mes- 
sengers present.  Any  recommended  change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted 
upon  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session 

Article  IV  -  Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1,  Superintendent  of  Missions:  This  missionary  shall  be  an  officer  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  whose  tenure  of  office  will  be  indefinite.  His  primary  duty  will 
be  that  of  promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  program  in  cooperation  with 
the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  association  and  any  such  duties  as  the 
Missions  Comm.  shall  specify. 

Section  2.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  will  be  elected  annually.  He  will  preside  at 
the  annual  association  meeting,  executive -promotional  meetings,  and  the  Missions 
Comm.     Nfeeting.     His    term   of  office    shall   not   exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

Section  3.  Vice -Moderator:  The  Vice -Moderator  and  all  other  officers  except 
stated  otherwise  in  the  constitution,  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  serve  in  the 


absence   of   the   moderator    and    shall   act    as   chairman  ot  the  program  committee. 

Section  4.  Clerk:  The  Clerk  may  also  be  Treasurer,  and  shall  record  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  annual  session  of  the  association,  and  all  meetings  of  the  executive -pro- 
motional committee.  He  shall  keep  a  file  of  the  minutes  of  the  associatioa  It  shall 
be  his  duty  to  prepare  and  have  printed  the  minutes  for  each  year  and  to  distribute 
same  to  the  churches.  He  shall  notify  all  those  on  the  annual  program  at  least  a 
month  in  advance.  When  he  vacates  the  office,  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  the 
file    of  the   minutes,    \with  all  books,  papers  and  documents  acquired  in  the  office. 

Section  5.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disperse  all 
funds  of  the  association  in  accordwith  the  budget  of  the  association  or  at  the  direction 
of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to 
his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands  and 
all  funds. 

Section  6.  Historian:  The  associational  historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a  his- 
tory of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  continuing 
record   of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding  historians. 

Section  7.  Trustees:  Trustees  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually,  and 
shall  hold  title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association 
or  the  which  shall  be  acquired  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all 
properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such,  to  the  executive -promotional 
committee. 

Section  8.  Auditor:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  fall  session  with  the  officers  of  the  association.  He  shall  have  the  duty 
of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his  findings  to  the  association 
at  each  fall  session.

During  the  20' s  and  early  30' s  we  had  the  help  of  Miss  Lucy  Peet  and  Miss  Do- 
rothy Strauss.

We  have  been  members  of  the  Green  River  Association,  the  Carolina  Association

MISSIONS   REPORT 

The  churches  have  felt  the  need  for  some  time  for  a  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
The  right  man  has  finally  been  found.  The  missions  committee  met  in  July  with  the 
Rev.  Zeb  Baker  and  found  that  he  was  leaning  toward  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Associ- 
ation. After  many  problems  had  been  discussed,  Mr.  Baker  and  the  committee  thought 
it  was  in  the  will  of  the  Lord  that  he  come  to  take  up  the  work  here  with  us.  Therefore 
after  a  meeting  with  the  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  Baker  was  extended  the  call  to 
become  effective  January  1,  1973.  The  Executive  Committee  met  August  6,  1972  at 
the  Faith  Baptist  Church  in  Mill  Spring,  N.C.

EVANGELISM   REPORT 

It  may  be  said  in  the  future  that  one  of  the  greatest  things  which  has  come  to  our 
association  evangelistically  was  the  Lay  Evangelism  School  held  at  Columbus  Baptist 
Church  September  25-28  with  93  enrolled  for  study  from  9  churches.  Jimmy  Hinson 
from  the  Division  of  Evangelism,  taught  the  WIN  material,  originating  with  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  Atlanta. 

There  were  4  professions  of  faith  on  Thursday  night,  visitation  night,  and  also  4 
directors  were  trained  from  the  Polk  area. 

Forty-two  associations  have  already  confirmed  dates  for  these  schools  in  N,C^ 

Seventeen  associations,  including  384  churches,  have  already  put  on  this  school 
since  171.   In  these  schools  there  were  5,834  enrolled  with  290  professions  of  faith 
on  Thursday  nights.  There  were  also  121  trained  to  teach  this  school. 

Baptisms  have  already  been  rising  in  the  Baptist  Churches  in  North  Carolina,  and 
we  are  back  now  to  the  place  where  our  churches  were  in  the  fifties,  after  having  lost 
ground  in  the  sixties.  A  great  need  is  for  laymen  to  don  the  mantel  of  soul -winning, 
and  this  hopefully  may  be  realized  in  the  Lay  Evangelism  Schools, 

The  27th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  February  5-7,  1973  at 
Ovens  Auditorium,  Charlotte,  N.C.

Our  churches  reported  54  baptisms  during  the  associational  year.

ANNUITY    REPORT 

Darold  H.  Morgan  took  office  as  president  of  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  on  March  1,  1972.  R.  Alton  Reed,  whom  he  succeeded,  had  been 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Board  for  19  years. 

The  change  in  executive  leadership  occurred  with  the  Board  having  record  funds 
held  in  trust  of  more  than  $292  million,  as  a  December  31,  1971.  These  funds  are 
held  in  trust  for  36,000  retirement  plan  participants  now  active  in  churches  and  de- 
nominational agencies. 

Moreover,  the  Board  paid  out  25  percent  more  in  benefits  to  7,500  annuitants 
last  year  than  their  contracts  required.  Called  **13th  Checks'*,  these  extra  bene- 
fits were  paid  twice  in  the  year  ~  8  1/3  percent  in  February  and  another  16  2/3  per 
cent  in  December 

The  same  good  yield  on  investments  that  permitted  extra  benefits  to  annuitants 
also  gave  Good  Experience  Credits -{credits  for  good  experience  in  investing)  to  active 
members  of  the  various  plans,  adding  value  to  their  retirement  fund  being  built  up. 

The  extra  benefits  paid  through  "13th  Checks'*  totaled  $13,397.32. 

The  Board,  in  its  54  years  of  existence,  had  paid  out  benefits  that  total  $92.1  mil- 
lion, including  over  $10  million  during  1971. 

During  the  administration  of  R.  Alton  Reed,  the  Annuity  Board  eliminated  its  * 'un- 
funded liability'*  -  which  meant  that  potential  claims  for  benefits  exceeded  assets. 
The  Board  is  now  in  a  position  not  only  to  fully  meet  every  outstanding  contract  with 
members,  but  to  grant  Good  Experience  Credit  as  well. 

The  Annuity  Board  offers  a  protection  plan  for  disability,  death,  and  retirement  to 
cover  every  pastor,  church  staff  member,  and  denominational  agency  employee.  Many 
churches  help  by  paying  in  full  the  dues  for  their  pastor  and  staff. 
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Retirement  contributions  may  be  made  on  the  full  salaries  of  pastors  and  other 
personnel  by  taking  advantage  of  Plans  B  and  C  as  well  as  Plan  A.  Information  on  the

CAMPS  AND   ASSEMBLIES  REPORT 

The  South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp  is  being  used  more  and  more  each  year!  Late 
in  the  fall  of  1971  and  early  in  the  spring  of  1972  church  groups  came  for  retreats. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  your  camp  prompted  the  leaders  to  begin  early  to 
prepare  for  more  campers.  Repairing  cabins,  building  bunk  beds,  drilling  another  well, 
etc.,  enabled  tham  to  take  care  of  the  overflow  crowds  that  came. 

Including  the  staff,  the  average  attendance  was  217  each  week.  4,000  attended 
some  kind  of  organized  activity  and  hundreds  came  to  visit  the  services.  Including 
retreats  and  special  groups  there  were  23  attending  from  our  associatioa 

The  theme  for  the  summer  was  "Listening  to  God^*.  They  had  a  staff  of  25-30 
dedicated  young  people  who  were  very  helpful  in  the  camp  program.  Bible  study,  wor- 
ship, mission  study,  and  study  for  advancement  helped  campers  to  have  a  deep  ex- 
perience with  God.  1,385 made  a  decisionfor  Christ:  323  professions  of  faith,  46  com- 
mitments for  full  time  Christian  service,  and  1,016  re  dedications.  Word  has  been  re- 
ceived from  a  number  of  churches  that  their  entire  church  was  blessed  when  campers 
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shared  with  ttiem  their  camp  experiences.  The  mission  emphasis  made  the  campers 
a\A/are  that  every  Christian  has  a  responsibility  to  share  Christ  with  the  whole  world. 

The  staff,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Rhea  L,  Ross,  developed  into  a  touring 
choir.  They  led  worship  services  in  19  churches  in  which  over  250  made  decisions 
for  Christ.  They  were  unable  to  accept  all  the  requests  by  the  churches. 

$36,000.00  was  deposited  into  the  general  camp  treasury.  This  was  several  thou- 
sand dollars  more  than  it  took  to  operate  the  camp.  However,  support  is  urgently 
needed  from  the  churches  to  enable  them  to  make  improvements,  build  a  caretakers 
home,  build  a  chapel,  and  finish  paying  for  the  bus.  Many  churches  who  learn  of  the 
way  the  Lord  is  using  this  camp  are  putting  them  in  their  budget. 

Hickory  Grove  sent  a  love  offering  this  past  year  to  the  South  Mountain  Baptist 
Camp.

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BAPTIST    STUDENT    UNION   REPORT 

The  year  1972  marks  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Campus  Ministry  among  Southern 
Baptists.  The  Baptist  Student  Union  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Student  Work 
are  a  specialized  focus  of  the  denomination  as  it  seeks  to  work  with  those  in  the 
academic  community. 

There  is  a  Baptist  Student  Union  ministry  on  some  30  campuses  in  North  Caro- 
lina. In  many  of  these  situations  local  ministers  and  laymen  serve  in  a  part-time 
or  volunteer  capacity  in  order  to  make  the  ministry  possible.  Fourteen  campuses  are 
served  by  full-time  campus  ministers. 

The  ministry  on  these  different  campuses  finds  varying  organizational  expressions 
but  each  unit  operates  within  a  basic  philosophy  and  guidelines  decided  upon  by  the 
conventioa  The  building  of  Christian  community  is  perhaps  the  major  emphasis  of 
the  campus  ministry.  Worship,  study,  service,  witness  and  fellowship  are  other  major 
facets  of  the  work. 

Two  major  state -wide  student  meetings  are  held  each  year  with  approximately 
300  students  participating  in  each  of  these  conferences.  Various  student  mission  pro- 
jects are  conducted  and  financially  supported  by  students  each  summer.  These  pro- 
jects send  students  into  the  churches  in  youth  ministry,  into  the  inner -city,  and  into 
resort  areas. 

Other  state-wide  activities  include  evangelism  clinics,  area  retreats,  a  basketball 
tournament,  a  conference  for  church  workers  with  college  students,  a  retreat  for  high 
school  seniors,  and  a  conference  for  International  students. 

The  department  also  cooperates  with  churches  in  the  *'On-to  College**  and  ''Stu- 
dent Night  at  Christmas**  emphasis.  Some  of  the  projects  are  sponsored  jointly  with 
the  program  or  department  within  the  Convention:  WMU,  Youth  Ministries,  Sunday 
School,  Resort  ministries,  etc. 

Those  who  serve  as  your  ministers  through  the  Department  of  Student  Work  really 
would  like  to  share  in  worship  services  of  special  emphasis  or  with  small  groups  in 
the  churches  and  associations  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.

HOMES    FOR    THE    AGING    REPORT 

In  our  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  we  feel  that  there  is  no  relationship  more  im- 
portant and  more  blessed  thantheonethat  we  have  with  our  Baptist  people  in  our  Bap- 
tist Associations  throughout  the  State.  It  is  a  special  joy  to  visit  personally  the  As- 
sociations and  to  have  fellow  ship  with  the  good  people  who  mean  so  much  to  us  in  our 
ministry  and  to  express  to  them  our  special  thanksgiving.  It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  to  the  Lord  and  to  you  that  we  bring  this  report  on  our  Baptist  Homes  for  1972. 

This  has  been  the  best  year  that  we  have  had  in  our  21  years.  The  Special  Offering 
for  the  Homes  and  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  reflect  an  encouraging  in- 
crease. Through  these  two  vital  sources,  the  Homes  during  the  best  year  have  derived 
almost  30%  of  the  total  operating  budget  in  the  care  of  the  residents  and  patients,  with 
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20*^0  coming  from  the  offering,  and  l(yyothrough  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  most  sig- 
nificant fact  about  this  support  from  our  Baptist  people  is  that  the  majority  of  the  re- 
sidents in  the  Homes  are  persons  \A/ith  real  financial  needs,  and  these  love  gifts  are 
used  for  their  care.  In  fact,  these  gifts  are  a  lifeline  to  the  residents,  and  they  could 
not  be  maintained  without  them.  The  greatest  challenge  to  our  Baptist  people  is  to  con- 
tinue to  increase  the  Special  Offering  from  year  to  year,  and  thus  keep  pace  with  the 
needs  of  the  residents,  who  depend  so  greatly  on  it. 

Our  Baptist  Homes  now  operate  five  resident  Homes,  with  two  located  in  Winston- 
Salem,  and  one  each  in  Albemarle,  Hamilton,  and  Yancey ville.  These  Homes  have  a 
capacity  for  162  residents.  In  addition,  there  is  a  Nursing  Care  Unit,  located  in  Winston- 
Salem,  with  a  capacity  fo^  63  patients.  In  these  Homes  we  specialize  in  tender  loving 
care  and  to  not  know  of  any  place  this  side  of  Heaven,  and  outside  of  one^s  home, 
where  a  person  can  receive  more  compassionate  Christian  care. 

Of  great  significance  during  the  past  year,  in  May,  was  the  dedication  of  the  York 
Wing  of  the  Nursing  Care  Unit.  This  wing,  accomodation  18  additional  patjents  was 
completed  in  November  of  1971  and  named  in  honor  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  William  York, 
of  Greensboro.  He  and  Mrs.  York  gave  $30, 000. 00  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Wing, 
and  the  additional  money  needed  was  raised  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Homes.  With  this 
new  addition,  the  Baptist  Homes  have  been  able  to  receive  some  gre  prtdond,  on  a 
limited  basis  only,  directly  as  patients.  The  majority  of  the  beds  in  the  Nursing  Care 
Unit  are  used  for  the  residents  of  the  five  Homes,  when  nursing  care  becomes  neces- 
sary. We  are  glad  that  the  base  of  our  operation  has  been  broadened  to  include  a  minis- 
try to  the  aging  sick  person,  and  we  can  only  hope  that  we  will  move  forward  and  be 
able  to  receive  more  patients  in  the  years  ahead.

Be  glad  that  you  are  a  Baptist,  and  be 
grateful  for  the  part  that  you  are  having  in  making  the  life  of  an  aging  person  more 
abundant  and  more  secure.

RADIO   AND    TELEVISION   REPORT 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  among  the  younger  agencies  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Conventioa  At  the  same  time,  it  has  made  unprecedented  progress  in 
the  denomination  -  an  indication  of  the  urgent  need  for  such  a  ministry. 

The  Baptist  Hour  began  its  31st  year  of  broadcasting  on  January  3,  1971,  with  over 
443  radio  stations  in  35  states.  Herschel  H.  Hobbs,  the  program^s  preacher,  is  in  his 
thirteenth  year. 

The  agency  has  progressed  from  this  single  program,  and  half  a  dozen  employees 
in  June,  1955,  when  it  moved  from  Atlanta,  Georgia  to  Fort  Worth,  to  the  current  30 
radio  and  television  programs  produced  each  week,  and  82  full  time  employees.  A  total 
of  2,808  broadcasts  are  airedeach  week,  which  is  up  slightly  from  1969  total  of  2,783, 

An  average  of  2,395  radio  and  television  stations  in  the  World  Broadcast  one  or 
more  programs  produced  by  the  Radio  and  Television  Commission  each  month  in  1970. 
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There  were  182,844  separate  broadcasts  during  1969-70,  20.3percent  over  the  total  for 
1968-69. 

The  Commission's  newest  radio  programs.  Country  Crossroads  and  Powerline,  con- 
tinue to  dra\A/ both  stations  and  audience.  A  counseling  feature  is  included  on  each  pro- 
gram and  the  ever -increasing  mail  response  indicates  the  spiritual  need  of  individuals 
in  every  audience. 

The  new  concentration  on  counseling  by  mail  and  in-depth  follow-up  to  spiritual 
needs  expressed  by  listeners  and  viewers  has  been  especially  rewarding  during  the 
past  year,  in  terms  of  specific  decisions  reported. 

The  Centrymen,  a  100-voice  male  singing  group  composed  of  Southern  Baptist 
Ministers  of  Music  in  29  states,  looked  back  on  a  year  which  included:  Three  weeks 
of  rehearsal  and  recording,  two  CHM  albums,  a  30-minute  NBC  telecast,  two  appear- 
ances on  NBC  radioes  Great  Choirs  of  America,  appearances  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  Denver,  and  Honor  America  Day,  July  4,  and  Production  of  60  songs  for 
domestic  program  use  and  seven  for  Spanish  Language  Programs,

CHURCH   TRAINING    REPORT 

Training  Union,  which  has  assumed  the  title  Church  Training,  is  in  the  process  of 
major  changes  in  the  70' s.  What  was  once  a  program  for  a  specific  hour  on  Sunday 
evening  has  now  expanded  to  cover  the  total  church  in  a  way  that  seperate  groups  can 
meet  at  any  hour  of  any  day. 

The  major  program  remains  Church  member  training  which  is  still  designed  to 
meet  on  Sunday  evenings.  The  other  programs,  which  may  meet  at  any  time,  are 
Church  Leader  Training,  and  New  Mfember  Orientation.  These  two,  if  properly  used, 
can  prove  to  be  very  effective  tools  in  the  ministry  of  the  church. 

There  are  a  total  of  13  organizations  reporting  this  year  with  a  membership  of  607. 

**M'*  Night  at  Mill  Spring  Church  was  well  attended.  For  the  program  we  had  a  film- 
strip  on  Church  Training  and  the  Story  of  Christmas  in  Scripture  and  Song  by  the  choir 
of  Silver  Creek  Church. 

A  three  night  Clinic  on  April  24-26  at  Mill  Spring  Church  proved  an  asset  to  those 
attending.  There  were  about  75  persons  registered  for  this  Clinic.  Maurice  Cooper  of 
Raleigh  lead  the  session  for  Directors.  Art  Fore  of  Brevard  guided  the  Adult  workers 
while  Robert  Goates  of  Smithfield  was  with  the  Youth  Workers.  To  round  out  the  group 
there  was  Judy  Hendrix  of  Raleigh  working  with  the  Children's  Leaders  and  Doris  Mor- 
gan also  of  Raleigh  with  the  Preschool  workers. 

If  your  church  does  not  have  a  Church  Training  group  let  me  encourage  you  to 
prayerfully  consider  beginning  one.  If  we  may  be  of  any  help  please  feel  free  to  call. 

May  I  thank  you  for  your  prayers,  assistance,  and  support  in  carrying  on  the  Church 
Training  Work.

In  the  Moore  county  campaign,  the  League  played  a  big  role  in  helping  to  defeat 
the  liquor  issue  in  that  county.

The  Cooperative  Program  of  the  Baptist  Churches  of  North  Carolina  is  a  part  of 
the  tithes  and  your  offerings  given  through  your  church.  Thus,  your  dedicated  life 
with  a  part  of  your  day-to-day  labor  goes  toward  witnessing  to  a  lost  world. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  sharing  your  love  of  God  through  6,000  state,  home 
and  foreign  missionaries.  Last  year  they  were  instrumental  in  bringing  more  than 
66,000  people  to  Christ  who  in  turn  followed  Him  into  the  waters  of  baptism. 
The  Cooperative  Program  is  busy  training  capable  leaders  by  helping  students  with 
scholarships  in  more  than  800  Baptist  schools  with  more  than  100,000  pupils  around 
the  world. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  sick  through  21  Baptist 
hospitals  and  105  clinics  in  many  nations.  You  helped  more  than  1,000,000  patients 
last  year  who  could  not  pay  the  cost  of  their  care.  This  Program  also  aids  in  bringing 
shelter,  food,  clothing  and  other  necessities  of  life  to  8,000  homeless  children  plus 
more  than  2,000  elderly  people  through  Children's  Homes  and  Homes  for  the  Aging 
throughout  the  world. 

Last  year  1,020  Baptist  churches  in  N.C.  increased  Cooperative  Program  giving  by 
10  percent  or  more  over  what  they  contributed  the  previous  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

HISTORY  OF  SILVER  CREEK  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Silver  Creek  Baptist  Church  was  organized  April  1.5,  1840  by  the  White  Oak  Baptist  (Church, 
now  known  as  the  Mill  Spring  Baptist  Church,  at  Mill  Spring,  N.C.  The  Inst  church  was  located  on 
properly  owned  by  the  late  Daniel  Edwards  in  the  forks  of  Stale  roads  1138  &  1 141.  The  first  pas- 
tor was  James  Blythe,  and  the  first  deacons  were:  Jim  Jackson,  Mart  Hamilton,  Sam  McMurray 
and  Greenberry  Arledge.  The  Green  River  Church  assisted  in  the  ordination  of  the  deacons.  For 
approximately  twenty-five  years  the  church  remained  at  that  location. 

In  1898  the  late  Matthew  Hamilton  deeded  five  acres  of  land  to  the  church,  so  at  this  lime  the 
building  located  on  the  Edwards  property  was  given  to  the  colored  brethren  for  a  place  (^>f  worship. 
A  new  building  was  then  erected  on  the  property  facing  the  Green  River  Cove  Road.  Thai  building 
was  burned  during  the  Civil  War.  A  log  church  was  erected  about  1865  closer  to  Silver  Creek 
road.  That  building  was  also  destroyed  by  fire  and  another  log  structure  was  put  up  near  the 
present  site.  This  building  served  until  1911. 

The  first  Sunday  School  was  organized  May  16,  1891  with  Rev.  Elbert  Jackscjn  as  Supt.  and 
J.  M.  Hamilton  as  assistant.  That  organization  did  not  last  long  for  in  March  1899  another  Sunday 
School  was  organized  with  A.  E.  Jones  as  Supt. 

In  January  1911  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  ''Devise  plans  for  building  a  new  church  build- 
ing." Records  show  that  the  building  was  finished  in  1912  which  building  served  until  March  1972 
with  S.S.  rooms  added  in  1940  and  again  in  1955. 

When  the  Brighl's  Creek  Church  building  was  destroyed  by  the  flood  in  1916,  the  entire  church 
membership  was  received  into  membership  with  the  Silver  Creek  Church. 

In  1957  a  parsonage  was  erected  on  land  given  to  the  church  by  Geter  Bradley  and  wife  Arietta. 

To  dale,  twenty-five  Pastor's  have  served  the  Silver  Creek  Church,  and  many  problems  have 
been  solved  through  the  labors  and  prayers  of  the  dedicated  membership. 

In  October  1971  work  was  started  for  erecting  a  new  church  building,  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  growing  congregation. 

In  March  1972  the  last  service  was  held  in  the  old  building,  it  was  torn  away  in  order  to  place  the 
new  one  in  the  same  site.  Therefore  services  were  held  in  the  Mill  Spring  Elementary  School  build- 
ing while  the  work  was  progressing. 

The  new  building  was  completed  Aug.  24,  1972  and  dedication  sei-vices  were  held  Oct.  8,  1972 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Rev.  Harold  Thompson.  It  is  a  beautiful,  well  furnished,  air-condition- 
ed, modern  structure,  bearing  testimony  to  much  cooperative  effort  and  financial  cost. 

Space  and  time  will  not  permit  listing  the  names  of  all  Pastors  and  faithful  workers  over  these 
many  years,  but  records  are  kept  by  a  Higher  Power  who  will  reward  each  one.  Many  things  which 
may  be  unnoticed  by  human  minds  are  recorded  there.  Surely  God's  richest  blessings  have  rested 
upon  the  church  in  the  past,  and  may  Silver  Creek  continue  to  labor  together  in  the  advancement 
of  God's  Kingdom  in  our  Association,  and  throughout  the  entire  world.

SECTION  L  Composition  and  Number  of  Messengers:  The  association  shall  be  composed  of 
messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be 
known  as,  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall  have  no  coercive  power  over  the  churches, 
nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  it- 
self the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine, 
immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in 
fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and  one  additional 
member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  fust  50  members.  Officers  of 
the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  such  mem- 
bers of  the  preceding  session  as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office 
shall  be  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  Churches:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  her  member- 
ship and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  her  pleasure.  Provid- 
ed: The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a 
period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches, 
provided  such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that 
during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  CHURCH  LETTERS:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send  a  letter 
of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statistical  information  as 
shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associational  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of 
the  associational  year.  Any  church  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Associational 
meeting  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office  shall  be  dropped  from  membership 
in  the  association.  The  Association's  Mission  (Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware 
of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V— ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Assis- 
tant Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 
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SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director.  Music  Director,  and 
Baptist  Men's  Director,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  association,  and 
the  Roman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  organization  at  the  third  Quarterly  meeting  ol  the 
Executive  Promotional  Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist 
the  necessarv  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all 
these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  3.  At  the  annual  session  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  one  person  for 
the  office  to  be  filled.  Opporlunitv  shall  be  given  for  nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to 
be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  \  I— COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Audio-\  isual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study  of  and  dispense 
information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practices  in  the  use  of  AudioA  isual  Aids.  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  associ- 
ation within  the  churches  of  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  committee  to  sludv 
the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  necessarv  recommendations  concerning 
finance  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  association.  This  comm.  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended 
budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  ihb  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in  their 
budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program. )  All  churches  who  participate  on  a 
regular  basis  to  the  work  of  the  Association  shall  receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All  others 
will  pay  at  the  rate  of  SI. 50  per  copy. 

SECTION  3.  Committee  On  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  on  the  annual  program.  This  commit- 
tee will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies  that  mav  occur  during  the  vear.  and  shall 
nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming  vear. 

SECTION  4.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least 
three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  Constitution  and  report  any  suggested  changes  to 
the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  5.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  and  use  infor- 
mation coming  from  our  Conventions"  Department  of  Evangelism.  Thev  shall  encourage  our 
churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 

SECTION  6.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an  executive  pro- 
motional committee  which  shall  carrv  on  the  work  of  the  association  ad  interim,  wilhall  powers  of 
the  Association  vested  in  such  committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
association.  Pastor  from  each  member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each 
church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  executive  committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the 
annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a  memorial  for 
members  of  our  churches,  who  passed  awav  during  the  preceding  vear. 

SECTION  8.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  program  of  missions:  Foreign  Home.  Slate, 
and  associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  emplo\lng  or  discharging  a  paid 
missionar)  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Promo- 
tional Committee  and, or  association. 

B.  MEMBERSHIP — The  missions  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers  of  the  asso- 
ciation, heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  chairman  of  Evangelism.  The  Superintendent  of 
missions  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  committee.  Anv  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
(Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Missionary  in  plan- 
ning and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  w  ill  carr%  the  gospel  to  all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  the 
spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches:  to  promote  religious  ser\  ices  in  institutions 
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and  lo  lead  in  t'slahlisliing  mission  stations  in  negle(tt'(J  art'as  and  new  churches  where  they  are 
nee()e(l.  In  <;ari>'ing  out  its  responsihihties,  this  conitnittee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  l)e  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  committee  and 
through  the  executive  promotional  committee  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  [)lans  and  programs  of  the  association 
to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  9.  Nominating  (committee:  This  committee  consisting  of  three  members  shall 
nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  shall  be  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  10.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntan,  but  upon 
request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
members.  When  called  upon  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  submit  a 
report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  11.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE:  The  program  committee  shall  consist  of  the 
moderator,  Vice-moderator,  Chm.  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  THE  DIRECTORS  iW 
EACH  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned  along  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  12.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine  the  meeting 
place,  select  the  Speaker  for  the  Annual  Message  and  the  Alternate. 

SECTION  13.   Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee  shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  association  and 
to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  lo  a  new  church  and  advise  the  group 
or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  application  for  membership  in 
the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions  perti- 
nent to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

ARTICLE  VII 

SECTION  15.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of  the  Associ- 
ational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging, 
and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate 
needs  in  our  area  and  to  assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  requested  lo  do  so.  The  committee  should 
also  be  aware  of  other  such  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  16.  TRUSTEES:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indeflnate  period  and  may 
be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association.  They  shall  hold  title  for  the  association  of  any  pro- 
perly presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of 
the  stale  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such,  lo  the  Executive 
committee. 

RULES  OE  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Article  I— RULES  OE  ORDER 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  messengers  present, 
except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  order. 

Article  II— PRINTING  OE  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually. 
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Article  III— CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 
One  month  prior  to  annual  meet.  Any  recommended  change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and 
acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  MODERATOR  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  preside  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  association  and  at  the  executive  promotional  meetings.  His  term  of  office 
shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  2.  VICE-MODERATOR:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  moderator,  shall  automatically  become  moderator  and  the 
nominating  committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  vice-moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator. 

SECTION  3.  CLERK:  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the  procedings  of 
the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings  and  all  sessions  of  the  annual  Associational  meet- 
ings. 

SECTION  4.  ASSISTANT  CLERK:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of  the  Clerk  in 
the  absence  of  the  clerk 

SECTION  5.  TREASURER:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse  all  funds  of 
the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or 
the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  account- 
ing of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  6.  HISTORIAN:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a  history  of 
the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these 
meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  7.  AUDITOR:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual session  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the 
books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his  findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  8.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS: 

Part  L  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex  officio  officer  of  the  Polk  Bap- 
tist Association  and  all  Committees.  His  primary  duties  will  be  that  of  promoting  and  developing 
the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  cooperation  with  the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association  and  any  such  duties  as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall 
be  to  publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for 
such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

Part  2.  EMPLOYMENT:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinale  period  of 
time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day  notice  or  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period 
allowed. 

Part  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Commit- 
tee and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee. 

Part  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and  Finance  Commit- 
tee and  approved  by  the  Association. 

Part  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted  two  full  weeks  of 
Vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is  entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day 
a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1- 
week  revivals  and  assist  in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each 
year.  He  will  be  available  lor  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible.  The 
services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without  charge  to  the 
churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
Missions  Committee.  The  Superintendent  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the 
general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  at- 
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lend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baplisl  Slate  Convenlion  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  con- 
ferences relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time  salary,  he  will 
be  expected  io  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above  stipulations. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Association:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participating  in 
the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  cer- 
tified number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the  Regular  financial 
program  of  the  Association  shall  be  ask  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio:  All  churches  with 
a  membership  of  100  or  less  resident  members  shall  receive  10  copies,  Churches  with  a  member- 
ship of  100-150  shall  receive  15  copies.  Churches  with  more  than  150  resident  members  shall 
receive  20  copies.  All  churches  desiring  more  that  their  allotment  shall  notify  the  clerk  and  send  a 
check  to  the  Associational  Treas.  to  cover  same.  This  seems  to  be  a  very  good  balance  from  which 
to  work.  .

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

The  churches  are  on  mission  to  people  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  Matthew  28:19-20;  Acts 
1:8.  Churches  in  a  cooperative  plan  express  their  mission  beyond  the  local  church.  State  Missions 
is  interrelated  by  planning  and  financing  with  associations,  the  Slate  Convention,  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards. 

There  is  a  ministry  of  State  Missions  expressed  within  the  local  church  in  Evangelism,  Church 
Programs,  and  Stewardship  Promotion.  State  Missions  is  Christian  Social  Service  expressed 
through  institutions.  State  Missions  is  churches  expressing  a  positive  interest  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion. 

State  Missions  is  a  multiplicity  of  special  ministries  too  big  for  any  one  local  church.  These  min-

Such  specialized  ininisliies  include  work  al  (Cherokee  and  l\'nd)roke,  Promotion 
and  co-ordination  oi  World  Mission  (Conferences,  support  of  part-lime  (>ha|)lainci«'s  in  several 
correctional  institutions,  assistance  in  witnessing  to  an(J  enlisting  (or  service  Orientals  and  Spanisli 
speaking  peoples.  A  spc'cializt^l  niinistry  to  the  deaf  including  evangelizing,  leaching  and  counsel- 
ing the  deaf. 

Also  included  is  a  cooperative  plan  lor  Seminary  extension  and  a  rapidly  growing  Resort  Min- 
istry. Fruitland  Baptist  Institute  is  an  area  of  State  Missions.  Our  (>ities  need  Baptist  (Centers  and 
other  expressions  of  (Christian  social  and  evangelistic  concern.  State  Missions  promotes  and  sup- 
ports a  vigorous  Ministry  in  the  inner  City.  State  Missions  continues  a  specialized  ministry  with 
other  Races. 

State  Missions  sei-ves  the  pastor  and  local  church.  New  churches  are  encouraged  by  Loans  and 
grants  of  lot  aid.  Needy  churches  are  given  financial  aid  until  they  can  become  self-supporting. 
Pastors  are  directly  helped  through  annuity  suppliments. 

State  Missions  is  a  cooperative  ministry  by  the  churches  to  people  who  need  God  and  other 
churches  that  need  help.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  this  year  added  new  benefits  or  increas- 
ed benefits  for  most  active  and  retired  pastors,  church  staff  members  and  denominational  leaders. 

The  Board  reported  several  records  for  its  operations  in  1972.  All  previous  records  were  broken 
in  funds  held  in  trust  for  over  38,000  participants  in  retirement  plans  and  passed  S300  million  for 
the  first  time. 

Investment  income  reached  a  new  high  for  1972  of  more  than  $22  Million.  Retirement  and 
other  protection  benefits  paid  out  for  the  12-month  period  surpassed  $10  million  for  the  first  time. 
A  thirteenth  check  io  participants  exceeded  a  million  dollars.  Income  from  premiums  and  dues 
topped  $30  million,  another  record. 

Some  statistical  highlights.  Plan  (A)  25,135  Participants,  Plan  (B)  13,481  and  plan  (C)  4,969. 
As  of  June  1,  1973  we  had  in  Polk  County  Assoc.  10  churches  participating,  also  our  Supt.  of  Mis- 
sions. Every  Church  should  see  that  their  pastor  is  in  the  Annuity  Protection  Plan.  It  is  a  good  in- 
surance for  the  church  as  well  as  for  the  pastor.  How  would  you  as  a  church  feel  if  your  pastor 
should  become  disable  to  work  and  he  did  not  have  sufficient  insurance  to  retire  on? 

Your  associational  Supt.  of  Missions  stands  ready  to  help  any  church  and/or  pastor  in  this  area 
of  much  concern.

A  BRIEF  SUMMARY  OF  FRUITLAND  BIBLE  INSTITUTE 

The  Fall  Quarter  beginning  August  28,  1973  had  an  enrollment  of  204. 

These  men  came  from  six  states  with  the  large  majority  from  North  and  South  Carolina. 

The  ages  of  these  men  ranges  all  the  way  from  25  to  59  with  about  one-half  in  the  30-39  age 
bracket.  191  of  them  are  married  men,  63  are  now  serving  as  pastors.  78  are  receiving  Financial 
Aid  Through  Government  Ed.  Bill.  107  are  employed  at  outside  work.  Their  educational  back- 
ground ranges  all  the  way  from  the  third  grade  to  the  12th  grade.  Approximately  half  of  them  have 
finished  High  School.  21  have  completed  some  college  work.  The  breakdown  indicates  that  73 
have  completed  less  than  12  grades,  131  have  completed  12  or  more  grades. 

This  interesting  note:  Men  under  25  years  of  age  are  accepted  at  Fruitland  only  after  they  have 
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made  an  attempt  to  enter  college  and  have  been  referred  to  Fruitland  by  that  college.  Many  of 
these  qualify  for  college  after  a  session  or  two  at  the  Institute.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Institute  for 
what  she  has  done  through  the  years  for  men  who  otherwise  would  not  have  had  an  opportunity  for 
further  schooling.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT 

Through  the  Cooperation  of  our  churches  and  colleges  along  with  our  State  Convention  we  are 
able  to  provide  opportunities  for  all  our  people  who  desire  to  further  their  education  after  comple- 
tion of  High  School.  We  have  two  Jr.  Colleges  and  5  senior  colleges  all  coed  except  one,  spread  all 
across  the  state.  Also  we  are  blessed  with  one  Seminary  and  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  for  study 
beyond  the  college  level.  Practically  all  of  our  pastors.  Staff  members.  Missionaries,  and 
denominational  leaders  have  attended  one  or  more  of  these  Institutions.  The  Baptist  Youth  Corps 
is  an  example  of  Church-College  Cooperation. 

North  Carolina  Colleges  are  grateful  for  the  support  which  comes  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  During  1973  more  than  2  million  dollars  has  been  given  to  support  Christian  Higher 
Education  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  All  our  Colleges  share  in  this  program.  The  colleges 
make  a  special  effort  to  recruit  North  Carolina  Baptist  Students.  In  fact,  no  qualified  student  is 
turned  away  from  any  of  our  colleges  because  of  inability  to  pay.  This  is  made  possible  through  the 
cooperation  of  our  churches  in  their  giving  to  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Baptist  College 
Scholarship  offering  on  Father's  Day.  Our  churches  can  help  their  students  and  their  colleges  by 
encouraging  interested  young  people  to  apply  for  enrollment  in  one  of  the  seven  colleges  across 
the  state. 

Since  1945,  the  cooperative  efforts  and  relationships  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  have 
been  coordinated  by  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
The  Council  office  is  eager  to  assist  both  the  churches  and  the  colleges  as  together  they  help  to 
create  persons  and  a  world  as  Christ  would  have  them.  If  you  have  gripes  and/or  complaints  about 
any  of  our  agencies  and  Institutions  if  you  will  take  them  to  the  proper  personnel  you  will  be 
welcomed  and  heard,  Sometimes  we  make  statmenls  and  accusations  without  a  knowledge  of 
truth,  or  we  do  not  have  the  facts.  Since  everything  called  Baptist  in  the  State  and  throughout  the 
convention  belongs  to  us,  let  us  seek  to  know  the  facts  and  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  work  of  our 
Denomination.  Much  of  our  criticism  and  faultfinding  could  be  eliminated  if  we  would  take  time 
to  get  first-hand  information  about  our  Denomination  and  Her  Work.

REPORT  ON  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

If  you  had  been  a  Baptist  in  Virginia  in  1788,  in  all  probability  you  would  have  been  aroused  by 
an  appeal  from  Pastor  John  Leland  for  messengers  to  gather  at  Williams  Meeting  house  in  Gooch- 
land County  on  March  7,  to  consider  ways  to  block  the  ratification  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  by  that  stale.  Leland  fell  that  religous  liberty  was  not  sufficiently  guaranteed  by  that 
document.  It  was  agreed  that  Leland  would  run  for  the  General  Assembly  in  order  to  accomplish 
this  end.  Later  James  Madison  visited  Leland  and  promised  to  present  his  views  to  the  First  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  if  Leland  would  withdraw  and  support  him.  Madison  did  present  and 
saw  adopted  the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  United  States 
Congress,  in  1789.  The  first  of  these  amendments  says,  "Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an 
establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof."  The  principle  of  separation  of 
church  and  state  became  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  the  several  stales. 

If  you  had  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  St.  Louis,  in  1913,  you 
would  surely  have  helped  to  adopt  the  first  Southern  Baptist  Resolution  protesting  the  use  of, 
"State  and  city  municipal  funds  to  the  maintenance  of  certain  religious  schools  and  other  institu- 
tions." Thus  it  was  124  years  after  complete  separation  of  church  and  state  had  become  a  part  of 
the  United  Slates  Constitution,  and  68  years  after  the  founding  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, before  protests  began  because  of  violation  of  this  basic  distinctive  principle  of  soul  liberty. 
Until  that  time  the  American  people  seem  to  have  been  content  to  abide  by  the  simple  meaning  of 
the  law. 

If  you  have  attended  a  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  at  any  time  in  the  60  years  since 
1913,  you  probably  voted  to  adopt  a  resolution  protesting  the  use  of  tax  money  for  religious  institu- 
tions. Only  about  seven  conventions  have  met  without  such  a  resolution.  The  first  resolution  pro- 
testing an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican  was  adopted  in  1921,  52  years  ago!!! 

124  years  of  freedom  from  taxes  for  religion  has  been  followed  by  60  years  of  increasing  pres- 
sure to  break  down  the  wall  of  separation  between  church  and  slate.  During  ihe  last  decade  an 
avalanche  of  bills  have  been  considered  and  many  have  been  passed,  to  force  people  by  taxation  to 
support  religion. 

More  than  75  bills  presented  in  the  92nd  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  give  tax  aid  to 
religious  institutions.  Our  president  not  only  has  a  representative  at  the  Vatican,  but  he  has  inili- 
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ated  studies  to  try  to  find  means  of  using  tax  money  for  parochial  schools.  The  present  congress 
will  be  considering  a  way  to  give  TAX  CREDITS  to  parents  whose  children  attend  parochial 
schools. 

State  after  state  has  considered  constitutional  amendments  of  laws  to  give  tax  support  to 
religious  institutions.  Some  Baptist  schools  are  now  being  helped  by  these  tuition  grants.  The 
Supreme  Court  has  consistently  ruled  against  such  laws.  We  believe  it  will  continue  to  do  so,  as 
they  are  brought  to  its  attention.  We  must  renew  our  basic  convictions  and  teach  freedom,  rather 
than  try  to  prevent  breaches. 

In  1947  Americans  United  for  Separation  of  Church  and  State  came  into  being  for  the  purpose 
of  trying  to  uphold  the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  organiza- 
tion was  Baptist-inspired  and  has  been  largely  Baptist  led  and  financed  through  the  years.  Its  legal 
department  is  constantly  in  litigation  testing  laws  having  to  do  with  freedom. 

The  question  which  must  be  answered  is  this:  Are  Baptist  in  1973  as  interested  in  religious  liber- 
ty as  were  Baptist  in  1788?  Are  we  willing  to  have  the  principle  which  Baptists  wrote  into  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  which  are  in  line  with  our  basic  distinctive  doctrine  of  soul  liber- 
ty, to  be  eroded  by  time,  withered  by  indifference  and  buried  because  we  no  longer  care?  Will  our 
nation  be  allowed  to  slip  back  toward  the  church  and  state  relationships  which  have  blighted 
Europe  for  1,000  years?  The  answer  must  be  given  now!!!!! 

Jesus  said,  "If  the  son  shall  make  you  free.  You  shall  be  free  indeed."  Now  is  the  time  to  be 
aroused  and  to  speak  out  for  religious  liberty.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  a  charitable  corporation,  chartered  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  1920.  The  Foundation,  as  an 
agency  of  the  Convention,  encourages,  receives,  and  manages  gifts  and  bequests  for  benefit  of  all 
Baptist  Institutions,  agencies,  and  causes  fostered  and  supported  by  the  North  Carolina  and 
Southern  Baptist  Conventions.  The  Foundation  is  not  a  competitive  agency,  but  a  service  agency 
dedicated  to  the  task  of  undergirding  all  Baptist  work.  It  encourages  the  donor  to  use  the  local 
church  as  a  channel  for  directing  the  income  from  Foundation  trusts  to  the  benefiting  cause.  The 
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operation  expense  of  the  Foundation  is  received  from  the  Cooperative  Program  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Foundation  Executive  Secretary  is  available  to  assist  churches  and  individuals  interested  in 
a  program  of  perpetual  stewardship,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  estate  planning,  involving  gifts  to 
Baptist  institutions,  agencies,  and  causes.  The  Foundation  provides  a  means  for  establishing  trusts 
to  benefit  these  Christian  causes  as  well  as  providing  an  opportunity  for  perpetual  stewardship  wit- 
ness. Through  gifts  of  property,  cash,  or  securities  during  lifetime,  donors  and/or  other  benefici- 
aries can  receive  annuities  from  the  Foundation  during  their  lifetime,  and  can  also  receive  certain 
tax  benefits  provided  for  such  gifts. 

Responsibilities  for  the  administration  of  the  Foundation  is  vested  in  a  fifteen  member  board  of 
directors  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  present  board  consists  of  thirteen  promi- 
nent and  successful  business  and  professional  men  and  women  and  two  outstanding  pastors,  all  of 
whom  are  dedicated  to  the  best  management  of  the  sacred  trust  funds  now  placed  in  the  Founda- 
tion. The  investment  policy  calls  for  investment  in  quality  securities  with  diversification,  good  in- 
come and  balanced  growth  potential. 

Additions  to  the  investment  principal  by  donors  and  from  property  sale  and  rentals  totaled  $54,- 
204.92  for  the  fiscal  year  1972-73.  As  of  June  30,  1973,  the  cost  of  inventory  value  of  all  securi- 
ties, notes,  and  principal  cash  of  all  funds  being  administered  by  the  Foundation  was  $801,292.96. 
Real  estate  held  by  the  Foundation  was  valued  at  $861,167.54,  making  the  total  value  of  all  pro- 
perties administered  $1,662,460.50. 

During  the  1972-73  year  beneficaries  of  existing  trusts  were  paid  $23,934.61.  A  total  of  $129,- 
465.69  has  been  paid  to  Baptist  institutions,  agencies  and  causes  during  the  past  six  years  from  the 
income  of  invested  Foundation  funds.

This  Department  was  added  to  help  cope  with  the  additional  work 
being  received  from  the  networks  and  other  Southern  Baptist  agencies.

"The  Changing  Im- 
age," "Conversation  On  Religion  72"  CBS  "Conversation  with  Paul  Stevens." 

Primary  research  has  been  done  on  the  feasibility  of  and  format  for  a  Children's  Radio  Program 
Show,  aimed  at  the  under-lwelve  audience.  Eleven  network  programs  were  provided  for  NBC's 
Faith  In  Action  Series  during  the  year,  and  ABC  continued  to  Re-run  the  Music  Program,  Pen- 
dulum, with  plans  to  continue.

CAMPS  AND  ASSEMBLIES 

In  our  state  we  have  a  number  of  Camps  and  Assemblies.  Our  largest  and  most  outstanding 
recreation  Bible  Center  perhaps  in  the  world  is  Ridgecrest,  which  is  a  Southwide  or  Nation-wide 
retreat.  We  Southern  Baptist  also  have  anolbt^r  Nation- Wide  Retreat  known  as  Glorietta,  located 
near  Santa-Fe,  New  Mexico.  Some  of  our  people  attended  Ridgecrest  this  summer.  On  the  Stale 
Level,  we  have  the  Assembly  by  the  Sea,  known  as  Caswell,  near  Soulhport,  N.C.  Some  of  our  peo- 
ple went  there  this  summer.  Rev.  Harold  Thompson  from  Silver  Creek  took  a  whole  bus  load  and 
more  for  a  week.  Then  we  have  Fruitland.  Some  of  our  folks  attended  various  weeks  there.  Then 
we  have  Camp  CaraWay  near  Ashboro,  which  is  a  boys  and  men's  Camp.  Some  of  our  people  were 
there  on  different  occasions.  Mundo  Visto  is  nearby  which  is  a  WMU  Camp.  Susan  Arledge  work- 
ed there  this  summer  as  a  Counselor  for  Girls.  We  have  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State  a  camp 
called  the  Truitt  Camp,  named  after  the  late  Dr.  George  W.  Truitt,  which  is  located  on  the  old 
Truitt  Homestead,  near  Haysville,  N.C.  Then  we  have  a  number  of  regional  and  associational 
camps  across  the  state.  The  one  patronized  most  in  this  area,  perhaps  is  the  Regional  Camp  called 
South  Mountain,  located  near  Morganton,  N.C.  We  will  give  some  statistics  on  this  Camp.  We  do 
not  know  exactly  how  many  of  our  people  attended  this  camp.  We  do  know  that  Hickory  Gro.  and 
Second  Baptist  had  a  total  of  62  to  attend.  I  believe  there  were  others,  but  I  do  not  have  a  report. 
Including  the  Staff  this  camp  averaged  249  each  week.  There  was  a  total  attendance  of  4,600. 
1349  made  decisions  for  Christ.  There  are  some  immediate  needs  at  this  camp,  such  as  improve- 
ment of  cabins  and  beds,  single  and  double  mattresses,  picnic  tables,  and  among  other  things  a 
chapel  to  seat  about  400.  Donations  are  being  received  on  the  chapel  now.  One  of  our  foreign  mis- 
sionaries gave  a  check  for  $500.00.  Perhaps  you  would  like  to  help.  If  so  just  make  your  check  to 
South  Mountain  Camp  and  mail  to  Rev.  T.  A.  Lineberger,  South  Mountain  Camp,  Morganton, 
N.C.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

In  May  of  this  year  Baptist  Hospital  observed  her  50th  Anniversary.  The  anniversary  was  celeb- 
rated jointly  with  the  dedication  of  the  new  Reynolds  Tower,  a  16-story  patient  care  facility.  The 
completion  of  the  Tower  brings  the  total  bed  capacity  to  655,  placing  Baptist  Hospital  within  the 
top  ten  percent  in  size  in  the  United  States.  Other  construction  is  underway  now.  A  committee  of 
fifteen  was  appointed  by  the  State  Convention  and  the  following  is  their  report  which  was  adopted 
and  now  the  Hospital  is  seeking  to  implement. 

1.  A  medical  Center  Committee,  composed  of  8  Trustees  from  the  Hospital  Board  and  8  from 
the  Wake  Forest  University  Board.  This  committee  has  been  appointed  and  will  consider  matters 
involving  the  Medical  Center  and  its  future  operation. 

2.  In  January  the  hospital  trustees  appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  review  appropriations 
from  the  Mother's  Day  fund  and  assist  hospital  personnel  in  making  decisions  for  requests.  The 
auditors'  confirmed  value  of  care  norminally  provided  for  thru  the  Mother's  Day  offering  to  be 
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$1,390,000.  Nearly  four  limes  the  amount  given  ihru  the  Mother's  Day  offering  and  this  does  not 
include  the  value  of  physicians'  service,  provided  without  cost  to  these  service  patients. 

3.  The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  is  expanding  its  services  to  provide  training  for  the  lay  peo- 
ple. Your  Cooperative  Program  gifts  support  the  work  of  this  department. 

The  hospital's  financial  operation  is  "in  the  hlack"  and  there  has  not  heen  a  general  room  rale 
increase  in  2  1/2  years.  As  of  this  date  the  Mother's  Day  offering  is  running  ahead  of  last  year. 
Last  Year  Our  Polk  Baptist  Assoc,  gave  a  total  of  $1,099.24  with  16  churches  participating.  This 
year  our  Assoc,  gave  1,327.11,  with  all  churches  participating  except  one.  This  is  a  good  record.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

"Sharing  CHRIST  NOW"  was  the  theme  of  ihe  27lh  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  held  in 
Charlolle — Feb.  5-7,  1973.  Over  2,400  pastors  and  lay  people  attended.  The  closing  session  was 
held  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  with  emphasis  on  prayer  and  personal  renewal.  The  Division 
of  Evangelism  has  encouraged  participation  in  KEY  73.  One  hundred  and  fifty  denominations  are 
sharing  in  this  effort. 

During  the  year  and  particularly  on  June  1 1-15  over  730  youth  and  adults  attended  the  Youth 
Ministries  conf.  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  assembly,  with  the  emphasis  on  evangelism.  Over 
16,000  attended  the  Youth  Evangelism  Night  in  Greensboro  in  August. 

The  response  of  youth  and  adults  to  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  in  the  past  20  months  has  been 
outstanding.  9,564  youth  and  adults,  from  720  churches  and  34  associations,  also  107  pastors 
from, 9  associations  shared  in  the  pastor's  retreat  to  learn  how  to  lead  their  churches  in  Lay  Evan- 
gelism. The  Division  of  Evangelist  is  cooperating  with  the  Depl.  of  City  and  Metropolitan  Missions 
in  a  seminar  in  Oct.  at  Southeastern  Seminary. 

The  28th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  War  Memorial  Auditorium, 
Greensboro,  during  February  4-6,  1974. 

Let  us  thank  God  for  the  excellent  revival  meetings,  city-wide  crusades,  and  evangelism  clinics. 
Remember  to  pray  for  the  TOGETHER  WE  ADVANCE  emphasis  that  we  may  strive  to  attain  a 
10%  increase  in  baptisms.  Coop.  Gifts,  Bible  Study  enrolment,  and  Associalional  Mission  Giving. 

Last  year  in  our  Polk  Baptist  Association  we  baptized  only  54  souls,  6  of  our  churches  did  not 
baptize  anyone  during  the  associational  year.  This  year,  1973,  it  looks  like  we  may  double  our  bap- 
tisms.

The  General  Board  is  comprised  of  one  member  from  each  District  Association;  and  one  addi- 
tional member  from  each  association  with  a  membership  of  20,000  to  40,000;  one  additional 
member  from  any  association  with  a  membership  of  more  than  40,000;  then  members-at -large  to 
be  elected,  one  from  each  region  of  the  state,  then  ten  to  be  nominated  by  the  Convention 
Nominating  Committee;  with  a  limit  of  one  member  from  any  church  and  three  members  from 
any  association. 

The  General  Board  has  the  power  lo  act  for  the  Convention  in  the  interim  between  sessions  and 
has  general  supervision  of  all  agencies  and  institutions  fostered  and  supervised  by  the  Convention. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  have  served  two  years  on  the  Church  Program  Comm.  and  one  year 
on  the  Baptist  Homes  Committee.  This  has  given  me  some  insight  into  the  workings  of  our  Baptist 
in  North  Carolina. 

Although  the  biggest  per  cent  of  the  Board  Members  are  pastors,  there  are  now  several  laymen 
and  some  women  serving.  My  judgement  is  that  this  is  a  democratic  board  and  every  member  can 
be  heard  and  present  his  opinion  on  any  matter.  After  having  served  with  our  State  Baptist 
Workers  and  having  had  fellowship  and  prayer  with  them,  my  feelings  are  that  these  men  and 
women  are  dedicated  to  the  spreading  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  EOR  THE  AGING 

One  of  the  most  meaningful  things  that  you  do  as  a  Baptist  is  the  share  that  you  have  in  the  min- 
istry of  your  Homes  for  the  Aging  in  North  Carolina.  As  you  look  back  with  us  upon  the  twenty-two 
years  of  this  ministry,  and  the  last  year  in  particular,  there  are  distinctive  blessings  that  we  would 
like  lo  call  to  your  mind  and  heart. 

In  the  first  place,  there  is  no  greater  realization  that  we  can  have  together  than  the  awareness  of 
the  fact  that  this  special  ministry  to  older  people  is  a  venture  of  faith  in  God.  It  always  has  been. 
We  hope  that  it  always  will  be.  God  has  brought  us  from  one  Home  to  five  resident  homes,  with  two 
located  in  Winston-Salem  (Resthaven  and  Hayes  Home).  And  one  each  in  Albemarle,  Hamilton, 
and  Yanceyville.  These  Homes  have  a  capacity  for  162  residents,  and  there  is  a  Nursing  Care  Unit 
in  Winston-Salem,  with  a  capacity  for  63  patients,  and  serving  all  of  the  Home's  residents,  when 
nursing  care  is  needed.  Four  out  of  every  five  persons  who  come  to  us  in  our  Homes  for  the  Aging 
are  persons  whose  income  is  very  limited.  They  look  to  you,  through  your  love  gifts,  for  a  supple- 
ment to  their  care,  and  all  of  us  look  to  the  Lord  continually  for  His  great  love.  This  therefore,  is  a 
venture  of  Faith. 

Never  forget  that  this  is  your  ministry,  on  behalf  of  Christ,  to  older  persons  and  that  they  simply 
could  not  be  ministered  unto  without  your  love  gifts.  Specifically,  during  the  past  year,  through 
your  gifts,  you  contributed  $185  a  month  for  the  care  of  the  majority  of  the  residents  in  your  five 
Baptist  Homes.  Through  the  special  offering  you  contributed  20%  of  the  total  income  of  the 
Homes,  and  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  you  gave  10%  of  the  total  budget  needed.  The  tie 
that  binds  this  ministry  to  the  hearts  of  our  Baptist  people  and  our  Baptist  Churches  is  a  very 
special  one  and  a  very  distinctive  one  indeed. 

Be  glad  also  for  the  fact  that  your  love  gifts  make  possible  quality  care.  It  has  often  been  said  of 
the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Homes  that  there  is  no  finer  care  that  an  older  person  can  receive  this 
side  of  Heaven  than  the  care  given  in  our  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Everything  that  we  do  for  Christ 
should  be  this  way,  and  we  are  certainly  trying  lo  give  Him  our  best  day  by  day  in  our  ministry  to 
the  older  people  in  our  care.  There  is  someone  serving  around  the  clock,  watching  over  the  resi- 
dents and  patients  even  as  they  sleep.  One  of  our  Supervisors,  or  "Mothers",  as  they  are  often  call-

Failure  to  have  a  good  follow-through,  in  anything,  would  be  frustrating  at  the  least  and  tragic  at 
the  most.  Failure  lo  have  a  good  follow-through  when  you  are  fishing  would  cause  all  of  your  fish  to 
get  away  and  this  would  be  frustrating.  It  would  be  tragic  not  lo  have  a  good  follow-through  in  a 
baptismal  service. 

A  good  follow-through  is  the  lifeline  between  good  planning  and  good  results.  You  will  get  ex- 
cellent results  if  you  plan  well  your  special  offerings  and  let  your  major  emphasis  be  on  the  lifeline: 
Your  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM. 

Would  your  church  give  more  if  you  received  more  money?  If  so,  you  need  to  have  a  thorough 
stewardship  program  in  your  church. 

Last  year  1,138  churches  increased  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  10%  or  more  over  what  they 
gave  the  previous  year.  Four  of  the  associations  in  N.  C.  had  100%  of  their  churches  giving 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  in  1972.  These  four  associations  were:  Anson,  Flat  River,  Tar 
River,  and  Yates. 

Will  you  do  four  things. 

1.  Will  you  lead  the  church  where  you  serve  to  increase  Cooperative  Program  and  associational 
mission  giving  by  10%  or  more? 

2.  Will  you  have  a  special  prayer  for  your  Missionaries  and  other  Cooperative  Program  causes 
during  each  service  in  your  church  during  the  October  Cooperative  Program  Prayer  month? 

3.  Will  you  send  your  check  for  Cooperative  Program  each  month  lo  Baptist  Slate  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  P.  0.  Box  26508,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  27611? 

4.  Will  you  help  us  have  a  good  stewardship  workshop  in  your  association  next  spring  or  sum- 
mer, so  we  can:  (1)  Study  recommendations  for  pastor  and  staff  salary  increases;  (2)  Get  an  over- 
view of  available  program  helps  for  each  church  in  stewardship;  and  (3)  Receive  a  report  on  where 
you  are  in  your  goals  for  associational  and  Cooperative  Program  giving? 

According  to  the  minutes  for  1972  our  churches  in  Polk  Association  gave  about  $13,000. 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  All  but  three  of  our  churches  gave  through  this  lifeline.  Also 
through  special  designations  our  churches  gave  over  $14,000.  to  missions  beyond  our  association. 
This  year  we  will  compare  our  figures  lo  see  how  we  stand.  From  the  reports  we  now  have  we  are 
far  ahead  of  last  year.  At  least  we  have  had  a  gain  of  more  than  the  suggested  10%.  Thanks  to  our 
churches.

It  was  understood  that  the  money  had  not 
been  spent.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded— that  the  Executive  Committee 
request  the  funds  paid  in  by  Polk  Division  of  the  Green  River  Assoc,  be  returned  to 
the  Polk  Assoc.  Motion  was  approved  and  Harold  Thompson  was  authorized  to 
contact  Talmage  Williams  and  make  the  request.

HISTORY  OF  BIG  LEVEL  CHURCH 
1881 1974 

Big  Level  Baptist  Church  was  organized  on  May  14,  1881  with  22  members. 
From  Cooper's  Gap  Church  and  2  members  from  White  Oak  Church— now  known 
as  Mill  Spring  Baptist  Church. 

The  church  was  first  named  New  Bethel,  but  later  changed  to  Big  Level  Baptist 
Church.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  J.  H,  Taylor,  who  served  until  1893. 

The  land  for  the  church  was  donated  by  Mr.  Thomas  Edgerton.  The  first 
building  was  erected  in  1881.  The  present  building  was  constructed  in  1939.  In 
1952,  six  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added  and  the  building  was  dedicated. 

A  parsonage  was  built  in  1965,  near  the  church,  the  land  for  it  was  donated  by 
Mr.  T.  B.  Odell. 

In  1971  a  basement  was  dug  and  six  classrooms  were  added  to  the  church 
building.  In  1972  a  Thermostat  control  heating  system  was  installed,  and  in  1974 
remodeling  was  done  to  the  auditorium,  which  was  included  interior  lighting, 
paneling,  stained  glass  windows,  and  an  air  conditioning  system. 

Time  and  space  wUl  not  permit  us  to  list  the  27  Pastors  who  have  preceeded 
the  present  one— Rev.  George  Lynch— nor  the  faithful  Deacons,  Officers  and 
Teachers,  as  well  as  the  ones  who  were  regular  attendants  at  services,  who  have 
contributed  to  the  progress  of  this  church  during  these  83  years,  as  it  advanced 
from  a  one-room  church  with  24  members  to  a  total  membership  (reported  last 
year)  of  171,  with  all  church  property  valued  at  $60,000  and  receipts  for  the  year 
of  $15,247.  And  only  Eternity  will  reveal  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished  in 
Our  Master's  name  through  this  organization  known  as  Big  Level  Baptist  Church  of 
Polk  County.

Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Article  I -NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II -PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  Fellowship  as  fostered 
by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Article  III -MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  Association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV-MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  Number  of  Messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messen- 
gers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as.  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall  have 
no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights. 
Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from 
any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or 
unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling 
the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
the  first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches, 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were 
appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office  shall  be  messengers 
and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  Churches:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership 
therein  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  associaiton  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such 
request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that 
during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in 
by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 
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SECTION  III.  CHURCH  LETTERS:  Each  member  church  of  the  association 
shall  send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associa- 
tional  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church 
that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Associational  meeting  fails  to  send 
such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the 
association.  The  Association's  Mission  Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church 
fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V-ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their 
organization  at  the  third  Quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Commit- 
tee. Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary 
officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all 
these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  3.  At  the  annual  session  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI -COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practices  in  the 
use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and 
operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  2.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  neces- 
sary recommendations  concerning  finance  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  bud- 
get for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This  comm.  shall 
get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  budget  by  the  first 
Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget 
preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All  churches  who  partic- 
ipate on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  Association  shall  receive  their  minutes 
without  charge.  All  others  wall  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

SECTION  3.  Committee  On  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  on  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  4.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  5.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use   information  coming  from  our  Conventions'  Department  of  Evangelism. 
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They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simul- 
taneous efforts. 

SECTION  6.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
executive  promotional  committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  Association  vested  in  such  committee.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  Pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  executive  committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches,  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  8.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  program  of 
missions;  Foreign  Home,  State,  and  associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  and/ or  association. 

B.  MEMBERSHIP— The  missions  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Superintendent  of  missions  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mis- 
sionary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  gospel  to 
all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches; 
to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in  establishing  mission 
stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out 
its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com- 
mittee and  through  the  executive  promotional  committee  to  the  associa- 
tion. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of 
the  association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  9.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  10.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  will  not  act  vol- 
untary but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon  they  shall  examine  the 
candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting 
such. 

SECTION  11.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE:  The  program  committee  shall  consist 
of  the  moderator,  Vice-moderator,  Chm.  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  THE 
DIRECTORS  OF  EACH  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned  along 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the 
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full  committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  12.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  Speaker  for  the  Annual  Message  and  the  Alternate. 

SECTION  13.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the 
organization  for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  lo- 
cation of  the  church. 

SECTION  14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  shall  make  reso- 
lutions pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as 
needed. 

J  ,  Article  VII 

SECTION  15.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  Associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  such  needs  as  may  arise  v^thin  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  16.  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinate  period  and 
may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association.  They  shall  hold  title  for  the 
association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be 
acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make 
recommendations  concerning  such,  to  the  Executive  committee. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. 

Article  I -RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
order. 

Article  II-PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually. 


Article  III-CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meet.  Any  recommended  change 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Article  IV-DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  MODERATOR:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  and  at  the  executive  promotional 
meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  2.  VICE-MODERATOR:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected 
annually  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  moderator,  shall  auto- 
matically become  moderator  and  the  nominating  committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
vice-moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Committee  meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator, 

SECTION  3.  CLERK:  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings  and  all  sessions  of 
the  annual  Associational  meetings. 

SECTION  4.  ASSISTANT  CLERK:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties 
of  the  Clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  5.  TREASURER:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association  or 
at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He 
shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have 
come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  6.  HISTORIAN:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  7.  AUDITOR:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  8.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS: 

Part  1.  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex  officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  Committees,  His  primary  duties  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  cooperation  with  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  and  any  such  duties  as  the 
Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the  annual 
book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for  such)  the 
Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

Part  2.  EMPLOYMENT:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an 
indefinate  period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terfninated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice  or  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

Part  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Missions  Committee. 

Part  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

Part  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  Vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
Superintendent  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week  revivals  and  assist 
in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He 
will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible. 
The  services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without 
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charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable 
honorariums.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of 
time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Missions 
Committee.  The  Superintendent  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with 
the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is 
encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  Meeting 
and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the 
annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Association:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches 
participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free 
of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but 
does  not  support  the  Regular  financial  program  of  the  Association  shall  be  ask  to 
pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  futher  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
All  churches  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less  resident  members  shall  receive  10 
copies,  Churches  with  a  membership  of  100-150  shall  receive  15  copies.,  Churches 
with  more  than  150  resident  members  shall  receive  20  copies.  All  churches  desiring 
more  than  their  allotment  shall  notify  the  clerk  and  send  a  check  t6  the  Associa- 
tional  Treas.  to  cover  same.  This  seems  to  be  a  very  good  balance  from  which  to 
work.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

As  we  check  our  records  we  find  that  one-half  of  our  churches  are  not  partici- 
pating in  the  Annuity  Board  Retirement  plan. 

It  would  be  good  for  our  churches  to  know  that  because  their  pastor  is  working 
at  some  public  work  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  be  in  the  Retirement  plan. 
Many  people  are  finding  out  that  Social  Security  is  not  enough  income  for  them  to 
retire  with  any  degree  of  comfort. 

Regardless  of  the  size  of  church  or  numerical  strength,  the  church  should  still 
consider  this  plan  of  protection.  It  is  not  only  a  retirement  plan  but  a  protection 
plan. 

The  plan  is  now  so  flexible  that  every  church  employee  should  be  in.  All 
persons  employed  by  the  church  are  eligible. 

The  churches  now  involved  are  Columbus,  Faith,  Green  River,  Midway,  Mill 
Spring,  Morgan  Chapel,  Peniel,  Sandy  Spring,  and  Silver  Creek.  Cooper's  Gap  has 
been  and  will  be  again  as  soon  as  they  call  a  pastor. 

The  Superintendent  on  Missions  would  be  glad  to  talk  to  any  pastor  and 
church  about  entering  the  plan.  Let  us  do  something  about  this  soon. 

The  age  of  the  pastor  should  not  have  anything  to  do  with  one  entering.  There 
is  no  certain  salary  required  to  enter.  So  lets  get  with  it. 

Rev.  Sam  O'Neil,  our  State  Representative,  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  every 
church  not  already  in  the  plan. 

Our  Superintendent  of  Missions  has  all  the  necessary  information.  Call  on  him 
at  any  time.

Realizing  that  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  loss  to  the  cause  of  Christ  has  been 
the  death  of  the  Christians  who  leave  their  estates  to  heirs  indifferent  to  Christ  and 
His  claims,  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  meeting  in  convention  in  1919,  authorized 
the  establishment  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  It  was  chartered 
in  1920  by  the  State  as  an  agency  whose  duties  included  cultivation  of  Living 
Memorials,  through  gifts  in  life  and  in  the  writing  of  Christian  Wills,  and  to 
administer  such  funds  in  behalf  of  the  donor  supporting  any  or  all  Baptist  work, 
locally  or  convention-wide. 

Today,  as  during  its  early  years,  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation's 
Board  of  Directors  is  keenly  conscious  of  the  need  of  an  enduring  financial  support 
for  Baptist  Institutions  and  Agencies. 

The  value  of  Foundation  assets  is  approaching  two  million  dollars.  During 
1973-74,  the  Foundation  received  gifts  amounting  to  $150,310.15.  A  major  por- 
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tion  of  these  gifts  was  for  the  estabUshment  of  annuity  Trust  Funds,  providing 
income  to  the  donor  or  his  survivor,  with  the  residual  beneficiary  to  be  the  Baptist 
Institution,  agency,  or  cause.  10.08%  of  all  gifts  received  during  the  year  will 
eventually  benefit  SBC  causes  beyond  the  State. 

Income  distributed  by  the  Foundation  this  year  amounted  to  $47,858.74. 
Approximately  $6,700.00  of  income  was  reinvested  by  the  Foundation  in  accor- 
dance with  instructions  from  the  donors. 

There  are  various  services  offered  by  the  Foundation,  with  two  major  ones 
being,  the  Life  Income  Trust  and  the  Charitable  Remainder  Annuity  Trust.  Other 
services  will  be  upcoming  in  the  near  future.

BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

As  a  Baptist,  among  the  many  vital  ministries  that  you  support  are  your 
North  Carolina  Homes  for  the  Aging.  For  over  23  years  now,  you  have  had  a  part  in 
serving  hundreds  of  older  people  and  making  life  much  happier  and  secure  for 
them.  You  have  done  so  through  two  very  helpful  means  of  income:  (1)  The 
Special  Offering  for  the  Homes,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each 
year;  (2)  The  Cooperative  Program.  Gifts  through  these  two  sources  have  increased 
from  year  to  year,  and  offerings  for  1974  will  perhaps  exceed  $350,000,  providing 
more  than  30%  of  the  budget  needed  to  operate  5  resident  Homes  and  the  Nursing 
Care  Unit. 

God,  through  you,  has  blessed  this  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Homes  in  a  remark- 
able way,  leading  you  to  establish  two  Homes  in  Winston-Salem,  Resthaven  and  the 
Hayes  Home,  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit,  and  three  other  Homes  at  Albemarle, 
Hamilton,  and  Yanceyville.  In  these  Homes,  4  out  of  very  5  residents  depend  upon 
your  love  gifts  and  simply  could  not  be  cared  for  without  your  help. 

Of  greatest  significance  during  the  past  year,  has  been  the  decision  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Homes  to  establish  a  6th  Home  in  Asheville  North  Carolina,  to  be 
located  on  the  PEARSON  ESTATE— a  magnificantly  beautiful  twenty-one  acre  site, 
overlooking  the  city,  and  with  the  gorgeous  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  in  the  back- 
ground. A  dedicated  group  of  people  in  the  Western  Carolina  area  have  organized 
the  first  initial  phase  of  what  will  become,  it  is  hoped,  a  major  State-Wide  fund- 
raising  effort  to  obtain  the  necessary  money  to  build  this  proposed  Home,  after 
approval  by  the  General  Board,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Church  groups 
are  encouraged  to  visit  the  beautiful  site  on  which  the  proposed  Home  will  be  built, 
and  will  be  served  lunch,  if  an  appointment  is  made  in  advance. 

With  the  addition  of  a  6th  Home  for  the  Aging,  with  the  spiraling  cost  of  living, 
and  the  great  and  ever-increasing  needs  of  the  older  people,  it  is  most  urgent  that 
our  Baptist  people  be  more  generous  than  ever  before  in  support  for  the  Homes 
through  the  regular  channels  of  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February  Offering,  the  Coopera- 
tive Program,  and  an  over  and  above  gift  for  the  Western  North  Carolina  Home. 

Ministry  to  an  older  person  is  a  direct  ministry  as  unto  Christ  Himself  and  is 
most  pleasing  to  Him,  we  are  sure! ! ! !

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BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

In  spite  of  the  growth  in  size  and  complexity  at  your  Baptist  Hospital,  the 
emphasis  is  still  upon,  "Ministering  with  skill  and  understanding."  Evidence  of  this 
is  a  typical  patient's  remark  recently:  "From  the  head  surgeon  to  the  aide  who 
handed  me  a  glass  of  water,  with  all  the  doctors,  nurses,  people  in  the  business 
offices,  and  chaplains  in  between,  I  was  cheerfully  given  every  personal  consider- 
ation." 

Changes  continue  to  be  made  for  better  care.  Construction  of  new  units  are 
constantly  underway.  New  discoveries  are  being  made  that  enables  better  medical 
care. 

New  approaches  are  also  being  made  in  the  hospital's  ministry  to  the  emotional 
and  spiritual  needs  of  people.  The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  is  conducting 
retreats,  seminars,  and  workshops  designed  to  help  in  various  areas  and  experiences 
of  life. 

The  School  of  Nursing  graduated  its  last  class  in  May.  The  school  has  been  in 
the  process  of  phasing  out  for  the  past  three  years,  as  a  result  of  a  trustee  decision 
made  in  1971. 

In  January  the  hospital  had  its  only  room  rate  increase  in  the  past  three  and 
one-half  years.  The  hospital  is  still  operating  in  the  black. 

The  1973  Mother's  Day  offerings  amounted  to  $375,000.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  our  Mother's  Day  gifts  are  running  ahead  of  the  same  time  last  year.  These 
gifts  are  used  to  assist  patients  with  the  most  urgent  financial  needs.  A  special 
committee  of  five  Baptist  from  the  Winston-Salem  area  assists  personnel  from  the 
Hospital  Business  Office  and  the  Department  of  Denominational  Relations  in 
administering  these  funds! 

In  the  year  1972-73  Polk  Baptist  gave  $1,327.11.  19  of  our  churches  made  a 
special  offering.  This  year  from  January  through  August,  13  of  our  churches  gave 
$1,215.67.  We  lost  6  churches  in  giving  but  those  who  did  give,  gave  more.  If  those 
6  churches  will  still  send  in  their  remittance,  we  can  go  ahead  of  last  year.  Let  us  do 
our  very  best.

The  success  of  your  Church  Training  Program  depends  upon  good,  well-planned, 
well  presented  programs. 

Competition  among  some  of  our  churches  in  an  attendance  goal  has  proven 
interesting  and  rewarding.  Perhaps  your  church  would  like  to  challenge  your 
neighbor  church  in  an  attendance  contest.  You  might  find  it  helpful  in  creating 
interest  among  your  church  and  certainly  rewarding  as  the  two  churches  are 
brought  closer  together  and  share  in  a  joint  worship  experience. 

If  you  do  not  at  present  have  a  Church  Training  Program  why  not  consider 
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beginning  one,  for  after  all,  God's  business  is  the  greatest  business  in  the  world. 
Should  we  not  then,  be  well  trained  in  the  business  of  our  Lord  and  His  Church. 

Last  year  according  to  our  Minutes  13  of  our  churches  reported  Training 
Program  with  an  enrollment  of  612  and  an  average  attendance  of  403.  This  year  12 
of  our  churches  reported  Training  Programs  with  an  enrollment  of  611  and  an 
average  attendance  of  445. 

God  Bless  you  as  you  begin  your  best  year  yet  in  Church  Training.  With  new 
ideas  and  new  leadership  we  cannot  help  but  grow.

The  officers,  trustees,  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Christian  Action 
League  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  the  members  of  Polk  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, convened  in  annual  session,  their  appreciation  for  the  wonderful  support 
which  you  gave  in  the  liquc3r  campaign  last  fall.  We  are  still  rejoicing  in  the  wonder- 
ful victory  that  God  gave  to  us.  To  receive  over  70%  of  the  vote  in  our  favor  and  to 
carry  97  counties  in  the  state  is  remarkable,  indeed.  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  wonderful 
spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  people  like  you  across  the  state. 

Recently  one  of  the  organizations  that  conducts  surveys  across  the  state  of 
North  Carolina  included  a  question  about  the  visibility  which  the  League  enjoyed  in 
North  Carolina.  It  was  a  three  part  question,  but  we  include  here  only  the  first  part 
since  the  latter  two  are  not  relevant  to  present  circumstances.  The  question  was 
included  with  ten  other  questions  and  read  as  follows:

CAROLINA  IS?  The  results  were:  Yes,  80.6%  No,  18.6%  No  Answer,  8%.  Thus  it 
is  revealed  that  four  out  of  five  persons  across  North  Carolina  know  what  the 
Christian  Action  is.

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  grateful  for  another  good  year,  although  these  are 
difficult  days  for  religious  publications.  Some  have  had  to  go  out  of  business  while 
others  are  squeezed  by  rising  costs.  The  Recorder  has  not  escaped  the  pressure  of 
inflation.  For  example,  paper  has  risen  61  percent  already  this  year  and  the  end  is 
not  in  sight. 

Even  so,  the  Recorder  has  been  in  business  for  141  years  and  expects  to 
continue.  A  few  changes  have  to  be  made,  however,  to  keep  the  paper  strong.  As 
staff  members  have  resigned  or  retired,  they  have  not  been  replaced.  Some  weeks 
the  number  of  pages  has  to  be  reduced  to  save  money,  but  readers  have  been  very 
understanding. 

Despite  some  problems,  the  Recorder  is  enjoying  its  highest  circulation  in  their 
history— More  than  111,000— thanks  to  the  continuing  support  of  the  churches  of 
our  state.  You  will  remember  the  part  the  Recorder  played  in  helping  to  defeat  the 
Liquor-by-the-drink.  You  will  remember  that  70  percent  of  the  voters  in  the  state 
voted  against,  and  97  of  our  local  counties  defeated  the  issue.  We  hope  this  issue  is 
settled  for  a  long  time. 

The  Recorder  will  continue  its  emphasis  on  the  local  church  coverage,  seeking 
to  deal  with  problems  that  every  church  has.  Naturally,  we  are  prejudiced,  but  we 
do  not  believe  any  publication  can  take  the  place  of  the  Recorder.  If  your  church 
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does  not  send  the  Recorder  to  every  family,  may  we  ask  a  simple  question: 
WHY???  At  a  cost  of  only  a  nickel  a  week  for  each  family,  this  is  the  best  invest- 
ment a  Baptist  church  can  make.  Put  the  Recorder  in  the  budget  before  it  has  to 
increase  the  rate  because  of  inflation. 

We  also  have  other  Religious  literature  for  our  people  to  read.  The  Charity  and 
Children,  Published  by  our  Children's  Homes  primarily  for  the  information  we  need 
concerning  the  welfare  of  children  in  our  state  who  have  no  one  to  turn  too.  We 
also  have  a  vast  list  of  good  literature  published  by  our  Sunday  School  Board, 
Broadman  Press,  Brotherhood  Department  and  also  WMU.  We  ought  to  be  reading 
all  the  literature  available.  Copies  of  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions,  along 
with  all  the  other  mentioned  materials  should  be  in  every  Baptist  Home. 

What  will  our  children  read  if  we  do  not  place  good  literature  before  them.

In  the  State,  we  have  several  camps  and  Assemblies.  We  have  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  at  Southport,  N.C.  We  have  our  Southwide  Assembly  at 
Ridgecrest,  Our  Fruitland  Assembly  at  Fruitland.  A  regional  Camp  at  Haysville 
known  as  Truitt  Camp,  We  have  Camp  Caraway  and  Mundo  Vista  near  Ashboro, 
and  several  others  across  the  state.  Some  day  we  hope  to  have  our  own  Camp.  At 
the  present,  perhaps,  more  of  our  people  go  to  South  Mountain  Camp  than  any 
other.  This  camp  is  near  Morganton.  The  average  attendance  this  past  summer  was 
237.  We  had  117  boys  and  Girls  from  our  association  to  attend.  There  were  1200 
decisions  and  330  professions  of  faith.  The  camp  staff  consisting  of  30  young 
people  conducted  worship  services  in  14  different  churches.  Over  200  decisions 
were  made  in  these  services. 

Sign  language  was  taught  each  day  for  the  silent  people.  Many  improvements 
have  been  made  at  this  camp  over  the  years.  You  have  to  see  it  to  believe  it.  You 
are  invited  to  use  the  camp  for  retreats,  church  picnics,  field  days,  and  other  church 
related  activities.  Let  us  begin  planning  now  for  next  season.

7  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Churches  and  Colleges  are  Partners. 

While  churches  and  colleges  are  not  identical  in  their  purposes.  Baptist 
churches  and  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  do  their  work  in  an  atmosphere  of 
mutual  appreciation.  This  active  partnership  includes  Baptist  Youth  Corps,  Stu- 
dent-led worship  and  revival  services,  visits  to  the  campuses  by  pastors  and  other 
leaders,  participation  of  faculty  and  staff  in  associational  and  local  church  pro- 
grams, and  special  projects  of  promotion  on  behalf  of  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Our  Seven  colleges  are  greatful  for  our  continuing  financial  support  which  they 
receive  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  During  1974,  approximately  $2,350,000 
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will  undergird  the  work  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges.  At  a  very  crucial  and 
difficult  time,  these  funds  make  a  tremendous  difference  in  the  quality  of  programs 
offered  by  our  schools. 

The  colleges  make  a  special  effort  to  recruit  North  Carolina  Baptist  students 
through  pastors  and  superintendents  of  Missions.  No  qualified  student  will  be 
turned  away  simply  because  of  inability  to  pay.  Baptist  colleges  are  anxious  to 
enroll  the  young  people  from  our  churches. 

After  20  years  of  effective  leadership,  Dr.  Budd  E.  Smith  resigned  the  preside- 
ncy of  Wingate  College.  On  June  1,  Dr.  Thomas  E.  Corts  of  Georgetown,  Kentucky 
assumed  the  presidency  of  the  seventy -eight  year  old  institution.  Dr.  Corts,  the 
eleventh  president  of  Wingate  College,  came  to  this  position  with  excellent  prepara- 
tion and  experience. 

Our  colleges-Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith,  Wake 
Forest  and  Wingate— work  together  and  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  through 
the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education.  The  Council  office  is  eager  to  assist 
both  churches  and  colleges  in  the  promotion  of  understanding  and  cooperation  as 
together  they  deal  creatively  with  persons  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.

Through  the 
Cooperative  PROGRAM  you  are  helping  the  widow,  the  homeless  child,  the  home- 
less aged,  the  sick,  plus  the  ministries  of  preaching  and  teaching. 

Increasing  the  percentage  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  an  excel- 
lent follow-through  for  the  special  offerings  your  church  receives. 

Failure  to  have  a  good  follow-through  means  failure  to  most  programs  we  enter 
into.  A  good  follow-through  is  the  lifeline  between  good  planning  and  good  results, 
you  will  get  excellent  results  if  you  plan  well  your  special  offerings  and  let  your 
major  emphasis  be  on  the  LIFELINE:  YOUR  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM. 

Last  year  through  the  State  1,236  churches  increased  Cooperative  Program 
giving  by  10  percent  or  more  over  the  previous  year.

Program  in  1973.  However,  we  gave  one  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  year  before.

1974  REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  continuing  response  of  youth  and  adults  to  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  has 
been  significant.  In  the  past  thirty  months  11,032  youth  and  adults  have  shared  in 
this  lay  witness  training  from  855  churches  and  44  associations.  Also,  107  pastors 
from  9  other  associations  have  participated  in  Pastor's  Retreats  dealing  with  Lay 
Evangelism  Schools. 

"Sharing  His  Love  And  Spirit"  was  the  theme  of  the  28th  Statewide  Evangelist 
Conference  at  WAR  Memorial  Auditorium,  Greensboro,  February  4-6,  1974.  Over 
2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  heard  excellent  speakers  emphasize  various  phases  of 
evangelism. 

God  is  greatly  blessing  the  evangelistic  ministry  of  our  three  summer  youth 
evangelism  teams.  Nine  college  students  are  leading  in  music,  preaching  in  youth 
revivals,  and  directing  youth  witness  training  sessions  among  27  churches  from 
Pisgah  Forest  to  Edenton. 

Youth  Ministries  Week  was  held  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  during 
June  10-14  for  about  700  youth  and  adults  with  the  emphasis  on  evangelism, 
vocational  guidance  and  recreation. 

About  15,000  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  will  attend  the  4th  Statewide 
Youth  Evangelism  Night— August  16,  at  the  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Richard  Hogue, 
evangelist,  Houston,  Texas,  is  the  guest  preacher,  and  Darcy  and  Sharon  Hodges  are 
the  guest  soloists.  Christian  Youth  continue  to  share  a  strong  witness  for  Jesus 
Christ  across  our  State. 

Let  us  rejoice  in  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  wonderful  revival 
meetings,  city-wide  crusades,  and  evangelism  clinics  during  the  past  year. 

The  29th  statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  at  War  Memorial  Audito- 
rium, Greensboro,  during  February  3-5,  1975. 

Remember  to  pray  daily  for  the  work  of  evangelism  in  all  the  churches  of  our 
state,  nation,  and  world. 

In  1973  Polk  Baptist  baptized  106  persons  into  the  fellowship  of  our  churches. 
Every  church  had  a  baptism  except  3.  In  the  year  1974,  our  churches  baptized  105 
persons  into  the  fellowship.  Every  church  but  3  baptized  at  least  1.

May  there  be  a  great  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through  our  Brotherhoods 
in  the  Coming  Year. 

Some  new  work  has  been  begun  this  year  and  other  churches  should  follow 
suit.  We  ought  to  have  a  brotherhood  in  every  church,  also  at  least  one  group  of  RA 
Boys. 

We  turn  the  leadership  of  the  Brotherhood  over  to  Rev.  Dean  Proctor.  Let  us 
support  him  to  the  fullest.

REPORT  ON  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMISSION 

Two  of  our  Radio  and  TV  Commission  Shows  have  won  Top  Honors  from 
UNDA-USA.  Namely  Country  Crossroads  and  Master  Control.  These  two  public 
service  radio  programs  produced  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Radio  and  Television 
Commission  have  been  cited  for  excellence  by  UNDA-USA,  formerly  the  25-year- 
old  Catholic  Association  of  Broadcasters.  Country  Crossroads  won  the  Association's 
coveted  Gabriel  Award  and  Master  Control  received  an  award  of  merit.  Country 
Crossroads,  produced  by  Jim  Rupe  of  the  Radio  and  TV  Commission.  Master 
Control  is  produced  for  the  Commission  by  Charles  Yates  and  has  a  variety  format 
featuring  Middle-of-the-road  music  and  interviews  with  people  in  all  walks  of  life. 
This  making  the  15th  year  on  the  air.  Country  Crossroads  is  heard  on  539  stations 
across  the  country  and  Master  Control  is  on  632  stations.  Both  are  aired  on  357 
American  Forces  Network  stations  around  the  world.  The  Commission  has  received 
Gabriels  for  television  programs,  but  this  is  the  first  time  our  Radio  Programs  have 
been  honored.  The  shows  were  praised  for  standards  of  excellence  determined  by 
artistry,  informational,  educational  and  technical  approaches. 

There  are  many  hard  questions  being  raised  and  there  are  some  honest  answers. 
Some  networks  are  dealing  with  more  relevant  and  meaningful  material  today,  why 
is  sustaining  religious  material  having  such  a  hard  time  getting  good  air  time?  NBC's 
Doris  Ann,  ABC's  Sid  Darion,  and  CBS  Pamela  Ilott  are  hard-working  professionals. 
They  could  work  in  the  production  of  any  series  on  the  network.  Each  of  them  has 
won  his  or  her  spurs  through  years  of  high  class  service  to  the  religious  community. 

Why  is  the  matrix  of  TV  logging  so  fixed  and  unimaginative  as  to  be  unable  to 
provide  weekday  and/ or  weeknight  time  to  these  staff  people?  Is  it  a  lack  of 
quality?  No.  Network  presidents  have  told  me  that  many  of  these  programs  are 
among  the  best  they  air  from  year  to  year.  Is  it  a  lack  of  interest  among  the 
American  people?  No.  Even  badly-aired  superior  programs  bring  in  5,  10,  15 
thousand  appreciative  letters. 

What  is  it  that  makes  networks  and  stations  think  that  on  Sunday  every 
American  has  religion  uppermost  in  his  or  her  mind?  To  compartmentalize  religion 
and  relegate  spiritual  training  to  one  day  a  week  vievnng  or  thinking— is  the  surest 
way  I  know  to  determine  the  moral  fiber  of  our  nation's  life. 
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To  operate  in  the  public  interest  and  convenience  for  one  thing  at  least, 
requires  more  adequate  weekday  time,  more  20  second,  30  second,  and  one-minute 
spiritually-oriented  spots  and  a  more  broadly  spread  airing  of  qualified,  profes- 
sionally—produced programs,  sustaining  spiritual,  moral  and  ethically-based 
material,  ministering  to  all  Americans.  We  want  to  thank  the  TV  Stations  in  our 
area  for  the  good  programs  they  do  carry  and  express  our  regrets  that  they  do  show 
too  many  that  are  not  worth  the  time.  We  want  to  thank  WTYN  for  the  good 
programs  they  carry  for  us.

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THERMAL  BELT  BAPTIST  YOUTH  SHELTER 
(A  Report  to  the  Association) 

THE  NEED 

1.  MINISTERS  are  confronted  occasionally  with  youth  who  must  be  taken  out  of 
the  home  situation.  There  is  presently  no  available  emergency  care. 

2.  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICES  have  several  cases  each  year  of 
youth  who  must  be  placed  outside  the  home. 

3.  THE  COURT  would  also  refer  youth.  A  local  judge  sees  this  as  a  desperate  need. 
He  felt  that  the  court  would  possibly  refer  as  many  as  50  cases  a  year. 

4.  COURT  COUNSELLORS  see  this  as  a  real  need.  The  Youth  Shelter  would 
provide  a  viable  option  to  the  court  and  provide  a  vital  ministry  to  the  youth. 

5.  OTHER  SOURCES  OF  REFERRAL:  Department  of  Mental  Health,  Schools, 
Families,  Concerned  Friends,  etc. 

THE  PURPOSE 

The  purpose   of  this  endeavor  is  to  provide  temporary  shelter  and  care  for 
youth  in  crisis  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 

OBJECTIVES 

1.  Provide  room  and  board  on  a  temporary  basis  (1-90  days)  for  youth  ages  6-17 
who  cannot  go  home  while  resources  for  more  permanent  care  are  explored. 

2.  Work  together  with  the  Baptist  Childrens'  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  The  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Services,  Public  Health  Service,  and  other  helping  agencies  to 
provide  optimum  help  and  care. 

3.  Provide  a  Christian  Witness  through  loving  service. 

THE  PLAN 

1.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Childrens'  Homes  will  assume  responsibility  for  staff 
and  program. 

2.  The  Cost  of  child  care  will  be  secured  from  the  legal  custodian  when  possible. 

3.  The  Green  River,  Polk,  and  Sandy  Run  Baptist  Associations  will  assume  the 
responsibility  for  providing  the  building,  its  furnishings,  and  utilities. 

4.  These  participating  associations  v^l  receive  gifts  from  their  churches,  from 
individuals  and  from  interested  groups  in  support  of  the  youth  shelter. 

(The  Committee   has  exercised  an   option  to  purchase  an  attractive  home  at  15 
Vance  Street  in  Forest  City,  pending  the  approval  of  the  Associations.) 

STEPS  NEEDED: 

1.  Endorsement  of  the  plan  and  commitment  to  support  the  Thermal  Belt  Baptist 
Youth  Shelter  by  the  participating  associations. 

2.  Purchase  the  House  at  15  Vance  Street,  Forest  City  at  a  cost  of  $36,000. 

3.  Incorporate  as  a  Non-Profit  Organization. 

4.  Complete  the  procedures  for  securing  a  license  from  the  North  Carolina  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Services. 

5.  Launch  a  fund  raising  drive. 

6.  Rennovate  and  furnish  the  home  for  an  estimated  cost  of  $11,850.

As  revealed  through  a  Sunday  School  lesson  during  the  past  year,  a  good  foundation  of  dis- 
cipline and  training  in  Spiritual  matters  is  necessary  for  a  young  life  to  develop  in  a  way  to  withs- 
tand the  pressures  of  life  during  periods  of  stress  and  strain.  It  is  almost  trite  to  refer  to  the  need  of 
a  good  base  or  foundation  for  any  activity  or  project  contemplated  in  this  life.  Not  in  anyway  is 
there  a  difference  for  a  need  of  the  Foundation,  as  thought  of  in  terms  of  the  Baptist  Foundation, 
when  we  consider  the  future  potentialities  and  needs  to  sustain  and  expand  mission  efforts  and 
services  to  bring  mankind  into  the  influence  of  the  saving  grace  of  God's  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

Chartered  in  1919  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Founda- 
tion, Inc.  has  sought  to  assist  individuals  throughout  the  state  in  their  estate  planning,  providing 
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ways  to  support  Baptist  Institutions  and  mission  work  on  a  permanent  basis.  Property  and  funds 
placed  with  the  Baptist  Foundation  are  invested  by  a  convention  elected  board  of  directors  with 
the  income  paid  annually  to  the  institution  or  mission  cause  designated  by  the  donor. 

Individual  assistance  is  provided  Baptist  throughout  the  state  in  the  establishment  of  trusts  that 
not  only  benefit  the  donor  but  also  support  the  Christian  ministries  of  our  denomination  in  a  last- 
ing way. 

During  the  past  two  years,  $330,070.41  has  been  given  to  the  N.C.B.F.,  Inc.  In  the  way  of  an- 
nuity trusts.  In  this  type  trust,  the  donors  reserve  the  right  to  the  income  from  the  investments  for 
their  life  time  and  then  the  income  will  be  paid  to  the  Baptist  cause  specified  in  the  original  trust 
agreement.  The  laws  of  our  land  provide  to  the  donor  certain  tax  advantages  for  the  gift  portion  of 
these  transactions. 

Wills  still  account  for  the  major  portion  of  the  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  Foundation.  One  such 
gift  to  benefit  mission  work  from  this  year  forward,  came  in  the  form  of  a  farm  and  other  assets 
given  by  the  deceased.  It  was  determined  by  the  tax  records  found  in  this  estate,  that  this  person 
will  give  annually  three  times  as  much  for  missions  through  the  income  from  this  trust  fund,  as  she 
was  ever  able  to  earn  in  total  wages  during  any  year  of  her  lifetime.  So  what  she  could  not  do  for 
our  Lord's  work  here  on  earth  in  her  lifetime,  she  does  after  her  life  here  among  us  has  ended. 

New  gifts  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  N.  C.  Baptist  amounted  to  $635,079.57  during  1974-75  fis- 
cal year.  Added  to  the  market  value  of  assets  held  from  previous  years  brings  the  total  value  to 
$2,331,559.67  as  of  June  30,  1975.  Income  from  all  assents  held  by  the  Foundation  which  have 
been  or  will  be  distributed  to  designated  beneficiaries  in  the  near  future  amounted  to  $76,257.82, 
for  the  past  12  months.

We  have  two  homes  in  Winston-Salem,  Resthaven,  and  the 
Hayes  Home,  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit.  One  at  Albemarle,  N.  C.  One  at  Hamilton,  N.  C,  and  one 
at  Yanceville,  N.  C.  Four  out  of  every  five  residents  depend  upon  our  love  gifts.  Perhaps  the  thing 
most  interesting  to  Polk  Baptist,  is  the  fact  that  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  building  another 
home  in  Asheville,  N.  C.  A  fund-raising  campaign  is  now  on.  We  are  trying  to  raise  one  million 
dollars  for  the  first  phase  of  this  home. 

As  you  make  your  gift  on  the  third  Sunday  in  February,  remember  this  campaign,  and  give  a  lit- 
tle extra.  With  the  rising  of  living  conditions  an  increase  in  offerings  is  a  must. 

May  God  bless  you  as  you  endeavor  to  support  all  our  work.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

There  have  been  significant  developments,  in  several  different  areas  at  our  Baptist  Hospital  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  read  the  new  ambulatory  care  unit  will  be  open  making  possible 
enlarged  and  improved  services  for  the  Emergency  Room,  Out-Patient  Clinic,  Physical  Therapy 
and  other  departments.  Renovation  of  the  West  Wing  will  be  complete  and  renovation  of  the 
South  Wing  will  begin  in  early  August.  The  third  floor  of  the  Progressive  Care  unit  has  been 
remodeled  to  provide  26  beds,  therapy  room  and  other  improved  facilities  for  Psychiatric  services. 

The  long-awaited  EMI-scanner  is  now  m  use  and  is  already  proving  beneficial  in  detecting  blood 
clots,  strokes  and  other  abnormalities  of  the  brain. 

A  Family  Practice  Center  opened  July  1,  1975  to  offer  more  primary  medical  care  for  patients 
and  also  to  provide  specialized  training  for  physicians  who  choose  to  enter  Family  Practice. 

During  the  year  the  hospital  had  its  biennial  review  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Hospital  Ac- 
creditation. All  areas  of  operation  received  an  excellant  report,  but  physician  service,  nursing  serv- 
ice and  administration  all  received  especially  high  commendation. 

Despite  the  continued  rise  in  costs  for  services  and  materials  the  hospital  has  been  able  to  oper- 
ate in  the  black.  The  administration  and  department  heads  confer  frequently  and  make  diligent 
effort  to  see  that  the  hospital  operates  as  efficiently  and  economically  as  possible. 

Gifts  from  Baptist  churches  have  been  very  gratifying.  During  the  calendar  year  of  1974  the  hos- 
pital received  $258,898  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  S392,000  through  the  Mother's 
Day  Offering.  However,  Polk  Association  has  fallen  far  short  this  year  unless  we  improve.  In  1974, 
14  of  our  churches  gave  a  total  of  $1,263.76.  In  1975,  at  this  time  12  of  our  churches  have  given  a 
total  of  $878.30.  So  you  see  so  far  this  year  we  are  short  of  last  year.  If  the  churches  that  have  not 
give  at  the  time  this  report  was  given  will  give  we  will  surpass  last  year.  Let  us  do  our  best. 

The  department  of  Pastoral  Care  has  opened  a  counseling  Center  in  Raleigh,  its  second  satellite 
center.  Plans  are  developing  for  a  third  satellite  in  the  Western  part  of  the  state.  The  department 
has  established  a  scholarship  fund  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Richard  K.  Young,  the  department's  first 
director,  who  died  December  31,  1974. 

Full  re-accreditation  was  given  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care  in  December  by  the  Association  of 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Reid  T.  Holmes  retired  as  President  of  the  hospital  after  serving  in  the 
hospital  administration  for  29  years. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  people  from  Polk  County  have  been  served  by  our 
Hospital.

THE  CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE  REPORT 

The  Director  of  the  Christian  Action  League,  and  our  new  President,  Rev.  Bill  Wallace,  wish  to 
express  deepest  appreciation  to  the  many  friends  and  supporters  of  the  work  of  the  League  m  the 
Association. 

Our  program  depends  upon  you  for  its  success.  You  provide  money  you  furnish  the  prayer  sup- 
port, and  you  furnish  the  "clout"  which  the  League  has  in  its  efforts.  With  trustees  and  friends  and 
supporters  in  every  Association  in  the  State,  we  have  a  broad  base  of  support.  As  we  do  the  work 
of  God  in  North  Carolina,  we  are  very  conscious  of  our  dependency  upon  Him  and  for  the  wonder- 
ful way  in  which  you  have  supplied  our  needs. 

The  General  Assembly  has  been  in  session  this  year.  A  bill  was  introduced  by  Representative 
Dan  Lilley  of  Kinston  to  close  every  beer  joint  in  North  Carolina  at  midnight.  Under  the  present 
law  these  places  can  stay  open  until  2:30  in  the  morning  from  the  last  Sunday  in  April  through  the 
last  Sunday  in  October.  The  bill  failed  to  receive  enough  support  in  the  House  ABC  Committee  to 
pass. 

A  bill  was  introduced  by  Representative  Jimmy  Love  of  Sanford  to  strengthen  the  state-wide 
statue  regulating  the  flow  of  pornography.  This  proposed  change  would  nave  given  District  Solici- 
tors discretionary  power  in  the  matter  of  the  adversary  hearing,  and  would  have  defined  hard-core 
pornography  in  the  Public  Nuisance  Section  of  the  Law.  This  bill  also  failed  to  get  the  nod  of  the 
House  Judiciary  One  Committee.  We  will  be  back  in  a  later  session  with  both  of  these  concerns. 
We  continue  to  need  support.  The  most  dependable  thing  to  do  is  to  place  the  Christian  Action 
League  in  the  Budget  of  your  church  for  a  definite  amount  each  month.  As  you  do  this,  we  will 
continue  to  be  able  to  serve. 

The  League  will  be  promoting  Alcoholism  Awareness  Sunday  in  January  and  Highway  Safety 
•  Sunday  in  August.  Your  support  of  these  two  efforts  will  help  to  save  the  lives  of  multitudes  of  in- 
nocent people  in  North  Carolina.  God  created  human  life  and  thereby  made  it  sacred.  We  are  to 
recognize  the  sacredness  of  human  life  and  seek  to  preserve  it  for  God  in  every  way  that  is  possible.

Christian  child  care  provided  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is  a  coopera- 
tive mission.  It  was  through  the  life,  teaching  and  ministry  of  Christ  and  under  the  leadership  ot 
the  Holy  Spirit  that  North  Carolina  Baptist  launched  their  child  care  ministry  90  years  ago.  loday 
it  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  ministries  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

Without  the  cooperative  support  of  our  Baptist  people,  along  with  many  other  friends,  the 
Homes  could  not  have  come  into  being.  These  relationships  are  vital  to  the  future  of  the  Homes 
and  all  who  are  served  through  them.  The  investments  which  we  have  made  in  the  hves  ot 
hundreds  of  children  are  today  paying  rich  dividends.  These  are  some  of  our  finest  citizens  tor 
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whom  you  have  provided  a  Christian  home  and  way  of  Hfe. 

The  hves  of  more  than  3,700  people  were  affected  in  a  significant  way  through  the  services  of 
the  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Daily  care  and  related  services  were  provided  1,524  children.  Of 
this  number,  1,061  were  in  continuing  programs  while  463  received  casework,  counseling,  and 
referral  services.  While  we  were  caring  for  the  children,  a  close  working  relationship  was  main- 
tained with  2,178  adults  in  an  effort  to  reestablish  homes  and  strengthen  family  relationships. 

New  and  exciting  developments  are  in  progress  in  Western  North  Carolina.  The  beautiful 
Broyhill  Home  campus  will  have  a  fifth  cottage  for  children  constructed  during  the  next  year.  The 
Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter,  at  Forest  City,  was  opened.  Cooperating  in  this  project  with  the 
Homes  are  the  Green  River,  Polk,  and  Sandy  Run  Associations,  and  is  meeting  a  vital  need  for 
children  needing  immediate  help.  Several  young  girls  are  receiving  care  through  the  Maternity 
Home  in  Asheville.  Increasing  numbers  of  families  are  opening  hearts  and  homes  for  the  care  of 
foster  children.  All  of  these  indicate  a  living,  vital  and  growing  ministry  to  people. 

Hugh  Starnes,  administrator  of  our  work  in  Western  North  Carolina  and  other  members  of  the 
staff  are  anxious  to  have  you  and  members  of  your  church  visit  Broyhill  Home.  To  see,  observe  and 
feel  in  person  what  it  is  like  to  live  in  a  children's  home  is  to  appreciate  our  child  care  ministry. 
Thank  you  for  your  dependable  support  in  numberous  ways.  It  shall  be  our  purpose  to  keep  this  a 
dynamic  ministry  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  for  whom  we  accept  responsibility.

THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  AND  STATE  MISSIONS 

The  Cooperative  Program  and  State  Missions  are  not  the  same,  but  State  Mission  work  gets  a 
share  of  the  Cooperative  giving. 

Our  Polk  County  Baptist  gave  $15,877  dollars  to  the,  or  I  should  say  through,  the  Cooperative 
Program  in  the  year  1974,  and  $  13,884  the  year  before.  So  we  hope  to  show  another  gain  this  year. 
Our  association  also  gave  $908  to  State  Missions  in  1974  and  $1,807  the  year  before,  so  we  show  a 
loss.  We  don't  want  to  repeat  that  this  year.  We  will  show  in  the  Digest  the  figures  on  these  two 
items. 

In  our  State,  all  money  given  through  Cooperative  Program  Budget  is  divided  percentage  wise. 
33.34%  goes  to  Southwide  agencies  and  66.66%  stays  in  the  State  and  is  distributed  on  a  percen- 
tage basis  to  different  ministries  throughout  the  State.  You  might  be  interested  in  knowing  that 
about  $1,200  comes  back  to  our  Polk  Baptist  Association  to  help  support  our  work. 

Now  our  State  Mission  Offering  is  a  once  a  year  offering.  This  year  it  was  on  Sept,  21.  This  offer- 
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ing  goes  to  at  least  51  different  ministries,  and  is  a  very  vital  part  of  our  overall  ministry. 

Southern  Baptists'  compassion  for  world  missions  must  also  include  the  real  needs  of  our  own 
counties  and  state.  State  and  associational  missions  are  indeed  part  of  the  world  mission  impera- 
tive. Without  neglecting  distant  lands,  we  must  continue  to  build  a  strong  state  missions  program 
throughout  North  Carolina. 

State  Missions  can  be  divided  into  two  major  categories:  (1)  STRENGTHENING  MINISTRIES 
and  (2)  LENGTHENING  MINISTRIES. 

Strengthing  ministries  help  develop  local  church  organizations  such  as  Sunday  School,  WMU, 
Church  Training,  Brotherhood,  etc.  These  programs  enable  local  churches  to  realize  their  own 
mission  potential.  Workshops,  seminars,  and  conferences  are  conducted  throughout  the  year  for 
the  development  of  local  church  programs. 

The  second  type  of  state  missions  are  those  ministries  that  lengthen  the  local  church's  witness. 
These  are  cooperative  efforts  requiring  the  resources  of  more  than  one  church  or  association.  Ex- 
amples of  these  programs  are  resort  missions,  deaf  ministries,  chaplaincy  ministries,  city  ancj 
metropolitan  missions,  church  loans  and  lot  aid,  seminary  extension,  migrant  missions,  etc.  Many 
of  these  ministries  are  co-sponsored  by  district  associations  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Board. 

All  state  ministries  are  in  some  way  cooperative  efforts  of  local  churches  and  associations. 
Church  and  associational  development,  infact,  is  one  of  the  primary  goals  of  state  missions  in 
North  Carolina.  The  purpose  is  to  build  strong  "Mission  Stations"  across  the  state  as  a  foundation 
for  the  overall  support  of  world  missions,  Christian  education,  and  benevolences. 

State  missions  in  North  Carolina  is  supported  by  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  annual  State 
Missions  Offering  in  September. 

It  has  been  known,  and  is  a  fact  that  North  Carolina  Baptist  have  one  of  the  Strongest  State  Mis- 
sion Programs  in  the  Nation  for  which  we  are  thankful.

OF  THE  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  EXEC.  COMMITTEE 

The  Polk  Baptist  Exec.  Committee  met  on  Feb.  2,  1975  at  Midway  Baptist  Church.  Reports  were 
given  from  the  various  organizations.  An  announcement  was  made  pertaining  to  the  Evangelist 
Conf.  in  Greensboro.  The  Missions  Comm.  Chm.  made  a  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Missionary. 
The  Nom.  Comm.  Chm.  Ted  Owens  nomintated  Rev.  Rob  Cable  for  RA.  Leader.  The  Trustees 
brought  a  motion  that  the  Assoc,  take  a  fire  Policy  in  the  amount  of  $25,000  from  Aetna.  Rev. 
Charles  Bullard  announced  that  over  $19,000  incash  and  pledges  had  been  received  on  the  Youth 
Shelter.  The  association  was  reminded  that  we  were  to  pay  $100.00  per  month  to  the  shelter,  all 
churches  not  giving  as  much  as  3%  to  the  Assoc.  Budget  were  asked  to  give  50  cents  per  Res. 
Mem.  per  year. 

The  Finance  Comm.  asked  that  the  association  assume  $20.00  per  month  on  Annuity  and  the 
salary  of  Supt.  of  Miss,  be  cut  the  20  dollars  leaving  the  budget  the  same.  The  committee  of  twenty 
report  was  given  with  a  recommendation  that  a  special  meeting  of  the  Exec.  Comm.  be  called  for 
March  2,  1975  to  settle  some  things  concerning  the  comm.  Announcement  was  made  concerning 
the  VBS  Clinic  to  be  held  March  27  at  Hickory  Grove.  It  was  announced  that  Boyce  Bradshaw  was 
growing  a  beard  for  the  Church  Centennial  Celebration  at  Green  River. 

The  Exec.  Comm,  met  on  March  2,  1975  to  vote  on  the  report  from  Comm.  of  20.  Much  discus- 
sion was  heard  and  finally  a  motion  was  made  to  purchase  the  described  property.  Another  motion 
was  made  and  discussed  concerning  a  Mission  outlet  store.  Motion  was  made  and  approved. 

The  Exec.  Comm.  met  on  May  4,  1975.  All  the  usual  reports  were  made  and  approved.  The 
Assoc.  Program  of  Activities  was  discussed  thoroughly.  A  motion  was  made  to  incorporate  the 
assoc.  Approved.  The  Membership  fee  to  the  REA  was  paid  by  Rev.  Baker,  it  was  announced.  A 
motion  was  made  to  let  the  contract  for  the  well  and  approved.  Resolutions  were  made  and  ap- 
proved pertaining  to  state  activities  and  approved. 

The  Exec.  Comm.  met  on  August  3,  1975.  The  usual  reports,  announcements  and  etc.  were 
made  and  approved.  A  representative  of  the  Boy  Scouts  met  with  the  comm.  asking  for  camping 
privileges  under  supervision  and  same  was  granted.  It  was  reported  that  a  plat,  was  being  made  on 
the  Assembly  ground  and  would  be  available  soon.  A  motion  was  made  and  approved  to  install  a 
septic  tank  on  the  property.  The  Budget  for  Youth  Shelter  was  discussed.  The  budget  was 
presented  and  approved.  It  was  suggested  and  approved  that  at  the  end  of  every  quarter  that  all 
funds  in  treasury  over  $1,500  be  paid  to  Mr.  Baker  on  house  in  order  to  eliminate  the  second 
mortgage  as  soon  as  possible.  This  was  approved.  The  nominating  comm.  brought  a  slate  of  of- 
ficers to  the  comm.  The  slate  was  approved.  Announcement  was  made  concerning  week  of  world 
missions.  A  progress  report  was  made  on  Assembly  ground  and  Mission  Outlet  Store.

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 
HISTORY  OF  GREEN  RIVER  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Green  River  Baptist  Church  was  organized  March  12,  1875.  Elder  C.  C.  Case  was  elected  as  the 
first  pastor.  The  church  joined  Green  River  Association.  Elias  Steadman  was  the  first  interment  in 
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the  cemetery.  He  died  January  1880,  he  was  81  years  old.  The  first  Associational  Meeting  held  at 
Green  River  Church  was  October  1-4,  1896.  The  delegates  were  J.  P.  Hester,  William  Watson  and 
J.  H.  Blanton.  The  first  church  was  built  of  logs.  In  1909  a  new  building  was  built  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  T.  C.  Harris.  The  new  church  building  was  dedicated  in  May  of  1914.  Rev.  J.  M. 
Walker  preached  the  dedicatory  sermon.  In  1917  the  church  was  blown  off  its  foundation. 

On  March  9,  1919,  the  church  gave  $108.05  as  their  part  in  the  "Million  Dollar  Campaign." 
On  November  11,  1928,  a  motion  was  made  to  buy  a  piano  for  the  church.  Reorganization  of  the 
Sunday  School  was  approved  in  May,  1931.  On  October  24,  1937,  electric  lights  were  obtained  for 
the  church  building.  On  July  14,  1946,  the  church  started  a  building  fund  for  the  erection  of  a  par- 
sonage. The  parsonage  was  built  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  M.  F.  Hall.  The  house  is  still  serving 
the  church  to  date.  The  Training  Union  was  reorganized  June  13,  1948.  A  phone  was  installed  in 
the  parsonage  on  Dec.  10,  1950.  The  church  voted  to  install  a  floor  furnace  in  the  parsonage  on 
Oct.  12,  1951.  The  parsonage  debt  was  paid  off  May  3,  1953.  On  May  10,  1953,  a  dedication  serv- 
ice was  held  and  the  mortgage  note  burned.  Rev.  Furman  Harvey  came  as  the  first  full-time  pastor. 
Plans  were  adopted  on  February  12,  1956,  to  erect  a  new  church  plant.  The  present  church  plant 
was  built  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Verlin  Ray,  and  was  completed  in  1960.  A  new  heating 
plant  was  put  in  the  parsonage  in  1967  and  other  repairs  were  made.  Green  River  Church  voted  to 
join  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  in  1969.  The  church  indebetedness  was  paid  off  in  September  of 
1972.  A  note-burning  service  was  held  November  12,  1972.  On  March  16,  1975,  Green  River 
Baptist  Church  celebrated  her  Centennial  Anniversary.  Rev.  M.  F.  Hall  and  Rev.  I.  C.  Crawford 
brought  the  morning  and  afternoon  messages.  Those  attending  had  dinner  at  the  church.  Old 
items  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  church  were  on  display.  Many  of  the  people  dressed  as  "old- 
timers."  It  was  a  great  day  in  the  life  of  the  church. 

The  church  has  made  much  progress  in  the  past  one-hundred  years.

All  churches  will  receive  Proclamation  '76  Planning  Calendar  booklets  for  1975-76  and  other 
revival  materials.  Each  association  is  encouraged  to  plan  a  Simultaneous  Revival  among  the 
churches  during  the  spring  (March  or  April)  of  1976.  If  you  do  not  have  this  in  your  plans,  let  us 
begin  now  to  plan  a  dynamic  revival  for  the  spring  of  '76. 

The  continuing  response  of  youth  and  adults  to  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  has  been  significant.  In 
the  past  3  1/2  years,  12,774  youth  and  adults  have  shared  in  this  lay  witness  training  from  1,007 
churches  and  55  associations.  Also,  107  pastors  from  nine  other  associations  have  participated  in 
Pastor's  Retreats  dealing  with  Lay  Evangelism  Schools.  Five  other  associations  have  planned  Lay 
Evangelism  Schools  during  the  fall  of  1975. 

"BE  RECONCILED  TO  GOD  AND  MAN"  was  the  theme  of  the  29th  Statewide  Evangelism 
Conference  at  Mar  Memorial  Auditorium,  Greensboro,  Feb.  3-5,  1975.  Over  2,400  pastors  and  lay 
persons  heard  excellent  speakers  emphasize  various  phases  of  evangelism. 

Youth  Ministries  Week  was  held  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  during  June  9-13  for 
520  youth  and  adults  with  the  emphasis  on  evangelism,  vocational  guidance,  and  recreation. 

About  14,000  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  will  attend  the  5th  Statewide  Youth  Evangelism 
Night — August  15 — at  the  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Dr.  Bill  Self,  Atlanta,  Ga.  is  the  guest  preacher, 
and  Bill  and  Linda  Gates  are  the  guest  musicians.  Christian  youth  continue  to  share  a  strong  wit- 
ness for  Jesus  Christ  across  the  state. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  is  cooperating  with  the  Brotherhood  Department  in  Lay  Renewal 
Weekends  and  Renewal  Evangelism. 

Let  us  rejoice  in  the  Leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  wonderful  revival  meetings,  city-wide 
crusades,  and  evangelism  clinics  during  the  past  year. 

Remember  to  attend  the  30th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  at  the  Civic  Center  Audito- 
rium, Asheville,  during  Feb.  2-4,  1976. 

Remember  to  pray  daily  for  the  work  of  evangelism  in  all  churches  of  our  state,  nation,  and 
world. 

Last  year  1974  we  baptized  105  people  into  the  fellowship  of  our  churches.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  note  what  we  do  this  year.

Colleges  Active  in  Mission  Support 

Baptist  colleges  in  N.C.  see  themselves  as  active  participants  in  the  Christian  mission  to  ."hare 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  people  everywhere.  In  addition  to  the  important  role  of  preparing 
future  lay  leaders  for  local  churches,  the  colleges  continue  a  strong  emphasis  upon  ministerial  and 
church-related  vocational  training. 

In  April  of  1975,  our  seven  colleges  reported  a  total  of  715  persons  who  were  preparing  for 
careers  in  church  leadership.  Our  seminaries  listed  an  enrollment  of  303  graduates  of  N.  C.  Bap- 
tist colleges  in  the  spring  of  1975.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  152  of  our  N.C.  college  gradu- 
ates under  appointment  at  the  present  time.  Many  are  serving  on  the  Home  Mission  Fields.  This 
past  summer  more  than  100  baptist  college  students  were  assigned  to  churches  and  the  colleges 
paid  one-half  of  their  salaries.

With  the  exception  of  what  the  students  pay,  the  cooperative  program  is  the  largest  single  source 
of  income  for  our  colleges. 

It  is  accurate  to  say  that  the  ministry  of  N.C.  Baptist  colleges,  as  we  know  it  today,  is  the  direct 
result  of  the  Cooperative  Program  Support. 
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BAPTIST  COLLEGE  DAY 
On  Father's  Day  our  colleges  receive  a  boost  through  the  Special  Offering  for  Christian  Higher 
Education.  This  offering  gives  much  needed  assistance  to  many  needy  students,  making  an  educa- 
tion on  a  Christian  campus  possible. 

THE  NEED  TO  ENROLL  BAPTIST  STUDENTS 
Pastors  and  other  church  leaders  are  urged  to  assist  young  people  to  attend  our  Baptist  Colleges. 
Information  is  available  free  in  brochure  form,  from  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  of 
the  B.S.  Convention  Raleigh.  Through  grants,  loans  and  work  scholarships,  an  education  i"*  «''o;i- 
ble  for  anyone  who  seriously  seeks  it.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Article  I-NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II-PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  Fellowship  as  fostered 
by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Article  III-MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  Association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV-MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  Number  of  Messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messen- 
gers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as,  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall  have 
no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights. 
Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from 
any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or 
unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling 
the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
the  first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches, 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were 
appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office  shall  be  messengers 
and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  Churches:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership 
therein  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  associaiton  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such 
request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that 
during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in 
by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  CHURCH  LETTERS:  Each  member  church  of  the  association 
shall  send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associa- 
tional  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church 
that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Associational  meeting  fails  to  send 
such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the

association.  The  Association's  Mission  Committee  shall  seek  to  make   the  church 
fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V-ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their 
organization  at  the  third  Quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Commit- 
tee. Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary 
officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all 
these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  3.  At  the  annual  session  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI -COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practices  in  the 
use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and 
operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  2.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  neces- 
sary recommendations  concerning  finance  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  bud- 
get for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This  comm.  shall 
get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  budget  by  the  first 
Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget 
preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All  churches  who  partic- 
ipate on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  Association  shall  receive  their  minutes 
without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

SECTION  3.  Committee  On  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  on  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  4.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  5.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  Conventions'  Department  of  Evangelism. 

They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simul- 
taneous efforts. 

SECTION  6.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
executive  promotional  committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  mterim,  with  all  powers  of  the  Association  vested  in  such  committee.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association.  Pastor  from  each 
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member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  executive  committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches,  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  8.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  program  of 
missions;  Foreign  Home,  State,  and  associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  MEMBERSHIP— The  missions  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Superintendent  of  missions  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mis- 
sionary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  gospel  to 
all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches; 
to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in  establishing  mission 
stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out 
its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com- 
mittee and  through  the  executive  promotional  committee  to  the  associa- 
tion. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of 
the  association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  9.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  10.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  will  not  act  vol- 
untary but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon  they  shall  examine  the 
candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting 
such. 

SECTION  11.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE:  The  program  committee  shall  consist 
of  the  moderator,  Vice-moderator,  Chm.  of  Missions  Committee,  along  wdth  THE 
DIRECTORS  OF  EACH  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned  along 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the 
full  committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  12.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  Speaker  for  the  Annual  Message  and  the  Alternate. 

SECTION  13.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 
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1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the 
organization  for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  lo- 
cation of  the  church. 

SECTION  14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  shall  make  reso- 
lutions pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as 
needed. 

Article  VII 

SECTION  15.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  Associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  such  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  16.  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinate  period  and 
may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association.  They  shall  hold  title  for  the 
association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be 
acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make 
recommendations  concerning  such,  to  the  Executive  committee. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. . 

Article  I -RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
order. 

Article  II-PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually.  ^ 


Article  III -CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meet.  Any  recommended  change 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV-DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  MODERATOR:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  and  at  the  executive  promotional 
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meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  2.  VICE-MODERATOR:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected 
annually  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  moderator,  shall  auto- 
matically become  moderator  and  the  nominating  committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
vice-moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Committee  meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  3.  CLERK:  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings  and  all  sessions  of 
the  annual  Associational  meetings. 

SECTION  4.  ASSISTANT  CLERK:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties 
of  the  Clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  5.  TREASURER:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association  or 
at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  He 
shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have 
come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  6.  HISTORIAN:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  7.  AUDITOR:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  8.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS : 

Part  1.  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex  officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  Committees.  His  primary  duties  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  cooperation  with  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  and  any  such  duties  as  the 
Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the  annual 
book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for  such)  the 
Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

Part  2.  EMPLOYMENT:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an 
indefinate  period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice  or  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

Part  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Missions  Committee. 

Part  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

Part  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  Vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
Superintendent  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week  revivals  and  assist 
in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He 
will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible. 
The  services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without 
charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable 
honorariums.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  wHl  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of 
time    for  sick  leave    with    pay,    the   amount   to  be   determined  by   the  Missions 

30 


Committee.  The  Superintendent  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with 
the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is 
encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  Meeting 
and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the 
annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Association:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches 
participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free 
of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but 
does  not  support  the  Regular  financial  program  of  the  Association  shall  be  ask  to 
pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  futher  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
All  churches  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less  resident  members  shall  receive  10 
copies,  Churches  with  a  membership  of  100-150  shall  receive  15  copies.,  Churches 
with  more  than  150  resident  members  shall  receive  20  copies.  All  churches  desiring 
more  than  their  allotment  shall  notify  the  clerk  and  send  a  check  t6  the  Associa- 
tional  Treas.  to  cover  same.  This  seems  to  be  a  very  good  balance  from  which  to 
work.

We  started  out  in  a  small  place  down  town  where  our  rent  was  only  $50.00  per  month  with  all 
utilities  furnished. 

We  were  forced  to  move  to  another  location  where  our  rent  is  now  $100  per  month  and  we  have 
to  pay  for  our  lights,  water,  and  fuel  to  heat  the  building.  The  store  is  located  on  the  corner  across 
from  the  Columbus  Baptist  Church,  in  the  large  white  house  on  the  corner.  The  first  month  after 
moving  the  sales  were  very  low,  but  for  the  month  of  September  they  were  very  good.  We  are  now 
open  four  days  a  week.  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday.  We  have  had  several  different 
people  working.  At  the  time  of  this  report  we  only  have  one  person  on  the  payroll.  It  is  almost  ab- 
solutely necessary  that  we  have  at  least  one  person  employed  for  each  day  we  operate.  At  the 
present  Mrs.  Eugene  Champion  is  the  only  person  we  have  employed  We  need  at  least  one  more 
and  several  upon  whom  we  might  call  in  emergency.  We  could  use  a  lot  of  free  help.  We  would 
very  much  like  for  at  least  one  person  from  every  church  to  give  a  little  free  time.  If  we  could  have 
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about  two  persons  for  a  couple  of  hours  each  day  we  are  open  to  sort  out  and  hang  up  clothes  it 
would  be  a  great  help.  Our  employed  person  can  take  care  of  the  customers  but  does  not  have  time 
to  sort  out  and  rearrange  clothes  which  needs  to  be  done  very  often.  If  you  can  help  any  at  all 
please  call  Mrs.  T.  W.  Searcy,  863-4830  or  Mrs.  Eugene  Champion  894-3103. 

We  want  to  thank  Mr.  George  Denton  for  the  free  time  he  is  giving  us  in  caring  for  our  book- 
keeping and  payroll  work.  Also  for  keeping  us  straight  with  the  Federal  government  and  State 
Sales-tax  department. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  REPORT 

Let  me  bring  to  your  attention  by  way  of  this  report  several  film  services  available  to  churches 
and  pastors.  The  one  most  familiar  to  pastors  is  the  film  service  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention.  A 
catalogue  with  a  listing  of  filmstrips  and  films  (Free)  is  made  available  each  year  to  pastors. 

Another  source  for  films  is  Religious  Film  Service,  2804  Anderson  Drive,  Raleigh,  N.C.  27608 
(Tel.  (919)  782-1872.)  Rentals  on  films  are  from  about  $10.00  to  $50.00. 

A  third  source  for  films  is  probably  unknown  to  most  of  you — our  own  Polk  County  Library. 
Polk  County  Library  can  secure  for  you  through  the  N.C.  Public  Library  Film  Service  (for  a  han- 
dling fee  of  less  than  $1.00)  Films  on  hundreds  of  subjects.  For  example:  if  you  were  leading  a 
retreat  of  young  married  couples  and  were  using  a  Family  Life  Theme,  a  good  "discussion  starter" 
film  is  "Have  I  Told  You  Lately  That  I  Love  You."  The  catalogue  gives  the  following  description: 

"1961  release;  16  minutes;  black  and  white; A  realistic  picture  of  how  labor-saving  gadgets 

and  advances  in  communication  and  transportation  discourage  conversation  between  members  of 
one  small  family;  Good  for  discussion  starter  at  any  adult  group."  The  Polk  County  Librarian  will 
be  glad  to  assist  you  in  securing  films  listed  in  catalogue. 

Now,  about  equipment:  Many  churches  have  their  own  projectors,  screens,  etc.  Most  are  willing 
to  loan  to  churches.  Also,  I  have  found  the  public  schools  cooperative  in  letting  churches  borrow 
their  projectors  and  equipment.  Ask  around.  I'm  sure  most  will  be  glad  to  help  you.

REPORT  ON  THERMAL  BELT  BAPTIST  YOUTH  SHELTER 

The  committee  composed  of  representatives  from  Polk,  Green  River,  and  Sandy  Run  Baptist 
Associations  wants  to  express  appreciation  for  the  support  each  association  has  given  to  the  minis- 
try of  the  Thermal  Belt  Baptist  Youth  Shelter.  The  care  of  youth  in  crisis  could  not  have  been  pro- 
vided without  the  compassionate  interest  and  financial  support  people  and  churches  in  these  asso- 
ciations, along  with  the  staff  and  support  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  N.C 

We  are  very  much  indebt  to  the  Baptist  Childrens  Homes  of  N.C.  particularly  to  Hugh  Starnes 
and  his  staff  serving  in  western  N.C.  As  you  probably  know,  the  Thermal  Belt  Baptist  Youth 
Shelter  is  a  cooperative  ministry  of  the  three  associations  and  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 
Basically,  we  provide  the  facility  and  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  provide  the  Staff  and  services. 

Since  licensing  of  the  Shelter  in  the  spring  of  this  year,  the  shelter  has  served  (as  of  Sept.  23) 
eighteen  youth  confronted  with  one  kind  of  crisis  or  another.  On  September  23  five  youth  were 
residents  in  the  Shelter.  The  average  stay  is  approximately  thirty  days,  though  the  home  can  care 
for  youth  up  to  ninety  days.  Most  of  the  youth  served  have  been  within  a  fifty  mile  radious  of  the 
shelter.  Younger  children  have  proved  more  responsive  to  the  ministry  offered  than  older  ones. 

One  might  say  that  we  are  in  debt  $18,000  on  the  house.  However,  there  are  pledges  still  being 
paid  (some  pledges  were  made  for  a  three  year  period).  What  is  needed  to  pay  off  the  debt  (over 
pledges  and  cash  on  hand)  is  $11,500.  We  are  presently  exploring  the  possibility  of  soliciting 
funds  from  businesses  and  industries  in  the  area  to  help  reduce  this  amount. 

We  commend  the  Association  for  its  continued  support  of  this  ministry  to  youth.
